Act, and alſo upon old" Statutes made againſt Popiſh Recuſants, un- 
juſtly infinuating their Aſſemblies to be ſeditious Conventicles, and very 
dangerous to the Peace of the Government ; a Diſcovery was made to the . 
Parliament of a Popiſh Phe, which by the Houſe of Commons n their 
Addreſs to the King, dated the 29th of November 1680, was filed, A 
damnable and helliſh Plo e good Providence of God brought to 
light, and the Contrivers thereaf were termed A Popiſh Party, who have 
not only plotted and intended the Deſtruction of your Majeſty's royal 
Perſon, but the total Subverſion of the Government and true Religion 
eſtabliſhed among us. Upon 
peachment and Condemnation of 
ſame, the Parliament aſſumed the Confide 
increaſe the Proteſtant Intereſt. And the Houſe of ' Commons in their Votes 
of the roth of January 1680, publiſhed this Reſolution, viz. Rxsol vp, 
That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that the Proſecution of Proteffant 
Diſſenters upon the Penal Laws, is at this Time grievous to the Subject. 
a weakening of the Proteſtant Intereſt, an Encouragement to Popery, 
and dangerous to the Peace of this Kingdom. And had accordingly 
under their Deliberation, A Bill for exempting Proteſtant Diſſenters 
from the Penal Laws. A Committee was alſo appointed to enquire into 
the Caſe of the Quakers Sufferings by thoſe Laws, and an Inclination was 
apparent in the Houſe of Commons for their Relief at that Time, when 
the King, by diſſolving that Parliament, prevented the intended Iſue of 
their Confultations ; and the Proſecutions againſt thrs People were renewed 
with a freſh Vigour ; for Informers, ike Beaſts of Prey, were lurking 
about in moſt Parts of the Nation, and were encouraged by many: of the 
Clergy and Magiftracy : Several of the Priefts alſs turned Informers, 
and perſonally àſſiſted in diſturbing religious Meetings, and promoting 
' the Ruin of their conſcientious Neighbours. Now though thoſe Informers, 
generally for the Sake of their own” Part of the Sporl, ſought” more after 
Fines and Diſtreſſes, than the Impriſonment of Men's Perſons ; yet many

Diſtreſſes and Seizures are chiefly upon the Conventicle- Act, and for 
twenty Pounds a Month, and Two-thirds of Eſtates, and on Qui tam 
Writs. In ſome Counties divers have ſuffered by Seizures and Diſ- 
trefles above eight Years laſt paſt, and Writs lately iſſued out for 
farther Seizures in ſeveral: Counties for twenty Pounds a Month, 
amounting to the Value of many Thouſand Pounds, ſometimes ſeizing 
for eleven Months at once, and making Sale of all Goods and Chattels 
within Doors and without, both of Houſhald Goods, Beds, Shop Goods, 
Moveables, Cattle, &c. and Proſecution hereupon ſtili continued, 
and in divers Couities much increaſed: So that ſeveral who have 
long employed ſome Hundreds of poor Families in Manufacture, 
and paid conſiderable Taxes to the King, are greatly diſabled from 
both by theſe Writs and Seizures, as well as by long Impriſonments.

that we may not ſeem too tedious, theſe may evince how deſtructive 


ſuch Severities are to Trade and Induſtry, and ruinous to many poor 
Families. On the Convernticle- AF, within theſe rwo Years laſt paſt, 
many in and about this City of Londen, have been extremely op- 
< prefled, impaired, and fpoiled in their Eſtates and Trades, upon 
© numerous Convictions and Warrants made againſt them in their 
* Abſence, the Credit of Informations ſworn by concealed In- 
« formers, divers of them impudent Women, who ſwear for their Profit 
in Part of the Fines and Seizures, their Huſbands being Priſoners for 
Debt, through their own Extravagancies. The Warrants commonly 
made to break open and enter Houfes, which is done with Rigour 
and great Spoil, not ſparing Widows, Fatherleſs, or poor Famihes, 
who are ſuſtained by their daily Care and Induſtry, not leaving them 
a Bed to reſt upon. The Fines upon one Juftice's Warrants amount- 
ing to many Hundreds of Pounds, frequently ten Pounds a Warrant, 
and two Warrants at once for twenty Pounds executed upon one 
Perſon, and three Warrants at once from another Juſtice for fixty 
Pounds another Perſon, and all his Goods carried away in 
about ten Cart- loads, and five Warrants at once for fifty Pounds upon 
another, &c, beſides what we have ſuffered by others in the like 
Kind. And in this deſtructive Courſe the Informers have Encourage- 
ment, and are fuffered ftill to go on, to the ruining many Families 
in their Trades and Livelihoods ; divers fo diſcouraged and diſabled, 
that they are forced to give over their Shops and 'Trades. 

* 'Thefe Informers being ted for credible Witneſſes, yet Parties, 
ſwearing for their own Profit and Gain in the Abſence of the Per- 
ſons proſecuted. This we think is very hard, and undue Proceedings, 
and not conſiſtent with Common Law and Juſtice. As alſo con- 
victing and fining us upon their Depofitions, unſummoned and 
unheard in our own Defence, and fo keeping us ignorant of our 
Accuſers, unleſs npon Traverſe of our Appeals. This Procedure ap- 
pears contrary to the Law of God, common Juſtice and Equity, and 
to the Law and Juftice of the anctent Romans, and of Nations. 
And although it hath been openly manifeſted upon Trial of 


uarter-Seffions, both for Middleſex and London, 


Appeals at ſeveral Qt 
and other Places, that the Depoſition of divers Informers have been 


falſe in Fact, yet the great Trouble and Charge in the Traverſe of 
Appeals, and the great Encouragement Informers have from him 
who grants the moſt Warrants, hath been a Diſcouragement to 
many from ſeeking ſuch difficult Remedy, confidering alſo the 
treble Coſts againſt the Appellant, in Caſe he ſucceeds not, or is not 
acquitted upon Trial ; whereas there is no Coſts or Reſtitution 
awarded or given againſt the Informers for unjuſt Proſecutions.

The add who remained in Priſon at the Expiration of his Menon about 
one Hundred and forty five in Number, in proceſs of Time obtained their 
Liberty, the ſucceedirig Mayors for ſeveral Vears after being more moderate; 
and the Meetings in this City continued generally free from Moleſtation, For the 
violent P of this Mayor were altogether diſliked ig many of the 
Citizens, and the Inhabitants in general were grieved to ſee ſuch +. .i4g Numbers 
of ſober, peaceable, and many of them very ſubſtantial Perſons, thruſt by 
Heaps into Priſon, where they were ſo — in Heat of Summer, that it 
was thought dangerous to the Health, not of the Priſoners only, but of the 


City. Bridewell was fo full of them, that fifty five Women there had but four 


or five Beds to lie on, near thirty lying on the Boards or Floor about the Beds 
in one Chamber; and the Place, by reaſon of its Naſtineſs before, which they 
had not Time to Clean, being ſuddenly ſent thither, was filled with Vermin, 
and the Multitudes of Peop Te going up and down increaſed the Filth. This 
was very hard to Women of Subſtance * Credit, accuſtomed to live neatly: 


Newpate alſo was fo full of them and other Priſoners, that they could not have 


Accommodations: Through this cloſe and unhealthy Confinement one 
young Woman died, whoſe lamentable Cafe is next to be related. viz.

Alice, the Wife of William Peachy, who being at the Meeting, 
from whence her Huſband was ſent to Priſon, one of the Officers rudely haled 
her toward the Mayor, while another behind puſhed her forward beyond her 
Strength, and hurt her, ſo that her Countenance was obſerved by ſome preſent 
to diſcover her Illneſs. She went Home, and was delivered of a Child the 
next Day, but never recovered, dying about ſeven Days after. Alſo Mary 
Knight, a Maid-ſervant, was carried ſick from Bridewell to her Maſter's Houle, 
and there died within twelve Days after.

On the goth they made 
farther Spoil, obliged the poor Widow to leave the demoliſhed Houſe, which 
ſhe held by Jr and put another Perſon in Poſſeſſion of it. 

On the "it of the Month called January, they made the like Havock at the 
Meeting houſe in Temple-S/reet. On the 3d they ſeized the Meeting-houſe in 
James's Pariſh (as they ſaid) for tbe 6 faſtned up the Door places with 
Boards and Sticks, and hn Men to keep Poſſeſſion, who went in and out at a 
Window. On the 8th they tore in pieces the reſt of the Windows and Galle- 
ries of the Meeting-houſe in Temple-Street, in fo riotous a manner, that 
affrighted the Neighbours : One of whom, a Woman of good Account, and 2 
Frequenter of the National Worſhip, wept. much, and in an Agony of Grief 
cried out, Leave off, leave aff, theſe Doings will bring God's p upon us. 
The Damage dane to the Meeting houſes was computed at 1.501, All this was 
without Law, the Pretence of charging thoſe Houſes to the train'd Bands, being 
only feigned to palliate their illegal Actions. They raiſed Riots, and accuſed" the 
Perſons e as the Authors of them: Helliar ſent a modeſt Maid to Bride- 
well tor giving a Box on the Ear to a rude Boy treating her indecently. They 
took from ſeven Perſons within five Days, above one Hundred Pounds- worth of 
Goods; fining ſome for the pretended Poverty of others. They proſecuted filty 
as Popiſh Recaſants, in order to run them to a Premunire. On the 14th they took 
from Eraſinus Dole, Goods worth 20 J. andxothers:were-fined 201. for Hamab 
Marſballs Praying in the Meeting. On the 23d John Moon was ſent to Priſon on

At the Seſſions beginning on the 25th of the Month called April, many of 
the Priſoners were indicted, ſome: pleaded not guilty, and others deſired Copies 


of their Indictments. This done, the Court offered them Favour upon Sub- 


miſſion. Some of them were fined 64. each, and diſcharged without Fees : 
But others, hen adviſed to ſubmit to the King's Grace, and the Favour of 
the Court, anſwered, that if it were a Caſe of Meum and Tuum, they thought 
they might do it without Damage, but the Caſe being the Lord's, and not theirs, 
and their Conſcience toward him concerned therein, they could not ſubmit, but 
hoped the Lord would ſupport them under any Sufferings for his Sate. Twelve of 
them were tried on an Indictment for meeting in the Street, but their Council 


demurring to the Evidence, their Demurrer was allowed. Eleven others were 


tried on an Indictment for aſſembling in the Meeting-houſe. Their Council 


inſiſted on Sheriff Lanes returning the Jury, becauſe Sheriff Knight was the 


chief Evidence againſt them: But the Under Sheriff, Thomas Ofield, was or- 
dered to do it, which he did, moſtly Artillery Men. They brought in their 
Verdict, Guilty of being at a Meeting-houſe in Temple Street, and not depatii 
upon Proclamation. | But the Town-Clerk refuſed to record that Verdict, 
ſent them out again, who returned, and brought them in Guilty of the Indift- 
ment. Whereupon the Court fined one 51. ſome 405. and ſome 105. a piece. 
In like manner they proceeded with many others, But in the End, the Juſtices 
generally inclining to be favourable, they diſcharged many on Promiſe of ap- 
ponds at next Seſſions, and left in Priſon only ſeventeen Perſons on Account

Boniface Norris, aged near eighty, for riding to a Meeting about two Miles 
from his Dwelling, was ſent to Priſon, where he fell ſick, and being permitted 
to go Home, a few Days after died. During his Impriſonment, his Wife, 
having publickly reproved his Perſecutors for their Hypocriſy, was alſo com- 
mitted to Priſon, where ſhe lay ſix Months. 

For the fame Cauſe, of openly teſtifying againſt the Corruption of the 
Times, ſeveral others were impriſoned, to wit, Henry Fuſter ſeven; Weeks: 
Philip Williamſon almoſt a Year : Aune Blakely half a, Lear: Aune Cock and 
Anne Wilſon, three Months. Theſe Impriſonments were by Warrants from the 
Magiſtrate, which, however illegal, carried with them the Face of Authority.

Not long after that Aſſize wherein he got the Goaler fined for his Wa 
Lenity to the Priſoners, he ſent one Day to a Neighbouring Juſtice to go with 
him a Fanatick-hunting. On the Day appointed for that Sport, he ordered his 
Man to meet him with his Horſe ſome Diſtance from his Houſe : He then 
went into a Field, where he was uſed to play with a Bull, and fenced at him 
with his Staff as he was wont to do; but the Bull ran fiercely at him, ſtruck 
his Horn into his Thigh, and fo lifting him on his Horn, threw him over bis

From the Stile and Import of this Letter, the Reader may obſerve the merk 
Spirit and Chriſtian Temper of this patient Sufferer. 

We return to Plimouth, where we find an innocent Woman cruelly uſed. by 
Peter Ceely Mayor : Her Name was Margaret Kellam, who on 2 19th of 
December this Year was concerned to go to his Houſe and tell him, ſhe. we a 
Word from the Lord to him : He bad her come in, heard her, and confeſſed, that 
what [he ſaid was very good and true.

H E firſt Sufferings in this County which occur to our Notice, were 
thoſe of James Parnel, who, when ſixteen Years of Age, was con- 
vinced of the Truth by the Miniſtry of George Fux, then Priſoner in 
| the Dungeon at Carliſle. He gave early Proofs of his Patience and 
Conttancy by ſuffering Impriſonment in Cambridgeſbire, of which we have 
already made mention in our Account of that County, aß, 86 foregoing. 
Being about eighteen Years of Age, he came into #/ſex, preaching the Doctrine 
of the Goſpel with ſuch Efficacy, that many were convinced, and among others 
Stepben Criſp, afterward an eminent Teacher of the ſame Doctrine. Parnel, as 
he was coming out of Nicholas Steeple-houſe in Colcheſter, where he had been 
exhorting the People to Repentance, was met by a blind Zealot who ftruck 
him a violent Blow with a great Staff, ſaying, There, take that for Chriſt's Sate: 
To whom the innocent Sufferer meekly anſwered, Friend, I do receive it for 
Jeſus Chriſts Sake. From thence he went to Coggeſhall, where the Independent 
Profeſſors had appointed a Faſt, on purpoſe to pray againſt the ſpreading of 
Error, by which they meant the Quakers Doctrine. The Prieſt, who officiated 
on that Occaſion, uttered many Invectives againſt that People, ſuch as Preju- 
dice and Prepoſſeſſion had furniſhed him with. James Parnel ſtood ſtill till the 
Prieſt had done, and was coming down from his Pulpit, when, thinking it his 
Duty to undeceive the People, he faid to the Prieſt, J am ready io prove that 
the Quakers are not on a Sandy Foundation, and that thou art a falſe Prophet and 
Deceider. After ſome Words had paſſed, a Perſon ſtanding by accuſed Par no, 
faying, that be owned no Church : He replied, That's falſe. Then being aſked, 
What Church be owned ? He anfwered, The Church in God. Whereupon the 
Prieſt ſaid, That was Nonſenſe. But Parnel taking a Bible out of his Pocket, 
ſhewed, that it was a Scripture Expreſſion, and charged the Prieft with Bla, 
phemy in calling it Nonſenſe. On his coming out of the Steeple-houſe he was 
apprehended, and, after Examination, committed to Colcheſter Caſtle, by a 
Warrant ſigned by four Juſtices, containing the following Charge, viz.

To this Mittimus J. Parnel afterward publiſhed an Anſwer, in a Book called 
The Fruils of a Faſt, printed by Giles Calvert, Anno 1655, wherein he ſhews 
the Errors and Inconſiſtencies of the Charge againſt him, juſtifymg the Peace- 
ableneſs of his on Demeanour at that Time; and alſo gives a ſolid and 
Chriſtian Account of the Work of God upon his Soul, and the Neccſſity 
laid upon him to teſtify againſt the Formalities and Will. vnſbip of Mars In- 
vention.

Being in Priſon he was cloſely confined, and at the Time of the next Aſ- 
ſizes, held a few Weeks after at Chelmsford, he was faſtned to a Chain with 
Felons and Murderers, and fo led above- twenty Miles through the Country, 
remaining chained both Night and Day. | Finaltag 

At his Trial he was brought to the Bar hand- cuff d, but the People ex- 
claiming againſt that Cruelty, at his next Appearance the Manacles were taken 
off. The Judge ſeemed reſolved againſt him, ſaying, that the Lord Proetefor 
had charged him to puniſh ſuch Perſons as ſhould contemn either Magiſtrates or 
Miniſters : And in his Charge to the Jury, he directed them to bring him in 
Guilty, which they readily did: He was fined 407. and ſent again to Priſon till 
Payment. And the Goaler was ordered not to let any giddy-headed People, 
by which was meant his Friends, come at him. Ea 

The Goaler obſerved his Orders, to which the Cruelty of his own Diſpoſition 
alſo inclined him, for he would ſuffer none to come to him but ſuch as abuſed 
him; and the Goaler's Wife, equally cruel, not only ordered her Servant to 
beat him, but ſtruck him with her own Hands, ſwearing /be would have his 
Blood. When his Friends ſent him Victuals, ſhe ordered the other Priſoners to 
take it; and when a Bed was ſent him, ſhe refuſed to let him have it, but 
conſtrained him to lodge on the hard damp Stones. After this he was put into 
an Hole in the Caſtle-Wall, not fo wide as ſome Bakers Ovens, which Hole 
being a great Heighth from the Ground, and a Ladder, -uſed to go up by, be- 
ing ſeveral Feet too ſhort, he was obliged to climb up and down by a Rope 
to fetch his Victuals or other Neceſſaries: For when his Friends would have 
given him a Cord and a Baſket to draw up his Food in, the cruel Keeper 
would not ſuffer it. By lying long in that damp Hole, his Limbs were be- 
numbed ; and as he was going up the Ladder- with his Food in one Hand, 
attempting to lay hold on the Rope with the other, he miſſed his Aim, and 
fell down on the Stones, by which he was ſo wounded in his Head, and bruiſed 
in his Body, that he was taken up for dead. Then they put him into an Hole 
underneath the other, there being two Stories of ſuch narrow vaulted Holes in 
the Wall: Here, when the Door was ſhut, was ſcarce any Air, there being 
no Window or Place beſide to let it in. Thus bruiſed with the Fall, and ſhut 
up where he could hardly breath, there was little Hope left of his Life.

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ESSEX. Whereupon two of his Friends, William Talcot and Edward Grant, wealthy 
1655. Tradeſmen of that Town, offered to be bound in ſufficient Bonds, and Thomas 
SW Shortland, another of his Friends, offered to lie in Priſon in his Stead, fo that 
| he might have Liberty to go to William Talco!'s Houle till he might recover 
of his Bruiſes, but this was denied. Nor would the Goaler ſuffer him to walk 
ſometimes in the Yard, as other Priſoners did. It happened once, that the 
Door of his Hole being open, he went forth into a narrow Tard between two 
high Walls, at which the Keeper in a Rage lockt up the Door and ſhut him 
out in the Yard all Night, in the cold Time of Winter. His Conſtitution 
being much impaired by cruel Uſage and hard Impriſonment, after ten or 
His Death, eleven Months he fell ſick and died. Two of his Friends, Thomas Shortland 
and Character. and Anne Langley, were preſent at his Departure. When Death / approached, 
he ſaid; Here I die innocently : And a little after, Now I muſt go. He had often 
ſaid, that One Hour*s Sleep would cure him of all. The laſt Words he was 
heard to ſpeak were, Now 7 go, and then ſtretching himſelf out, ſlept about 
an Hour, and breathed his lat He died a Youth, about nineteen Years of 
Age, but approved himſelf a ſtrong Man in Chriſt, and having an Eye to the 
Eternal Recompence of Reward ſet before him, perſevered faithful to his End 
through manifold Sufferings, with a remarkable Innocence, Patience, and Mag- 
nanimity. His Perſecutors, inſtead of repenting of their Cruelty, the apparent 
Cauſe of his Death, raiſed a ſlanderous Report of his haſtning his own End 
by willfully abſtaining from Food: But that Report was proved falſe by the 
Teſtimony of credible Witneſſes, who were frequently with him during his 
Sickneſs; and to whom that groundleſs Calumny was a clear Indication of the 
deep-rooted Malice of thoſe who invented it.

Life; they alſo publickly teſtified againſt Superſtition and Will-Worſhip, and 
ſpared not to caution Men to beware of being ſeduced by falſe Teachers, who 
regarded more their own Intereſt and Promotion, than the Purity of their 
Doctrine. This plain and Chriſtian Teſtimony, however effectual to the Con- 
verſion of many, gave great Offence to thoſe who hated Reformation, and 
particularly incenſed the Prieſts, who having no ſmall Influence on the Magi- 
ſtrates, excited them to ſuppreſs the Meſſengers of ſuch Tidings, whom they 
miſrepreſented as Diſturbers of the publick Peace and Worſhip, under which 
Pretence they procured the Impriſonment of William Monk of Sandou two Years 
and four Months 3 John Claydon of Hadſtock ſixteen Months; Anne Langley 
at one Time ten Weeks, and at another Time fifteen Weeks; George Kofe 
about five Months; William Allen of Samford about a Year ; Stephen Huberſty 
of Burnham five Weeks; Jobn Davidge in the Houſe of Correction a Month; 
during which Time none of his Friends were ſuffered to viſit him; Martha

ſometimes at a conſiderable Diſtance, their going to or coming from them on 
the Firſt-day of the Week, was called a Breach of the Sabbath, and puniſhed 
by Fines, Diſtreſs of Goods, or Impriſonment. For this Cauſe Samuel Skil- 
line bam and Zachary Child going to a Meeting at Weathersfield, were ſtopt by 
Wardens in the Street, and ſorely beaten and abuſed by a Juſtice's Clerk : 
And for the fame Cauſe Elizabeth Court was ſent to the Houſe of Correction, 
where ſhe was whipt, and ſuffered much ' cruel Uſage, being kept without 
Candle or Fire in the cold Winter, when ſhe was fick of an Ague. 7ohn Child, 
for riding to a Meeting, had his Horſe taken away, and kept from him three 
Weeks, and then return'd Home without Bridle, Saddle, Pillow, or Cloth, all 
which they detained for a pretended Forfeiture. Edmund Croſs, Fobn Pike, 
Jeffery Bullock, Richard Waite, and William Halley, were taken out of a Meet- 
ing at Horſley, and ſet in the Stocks fix Hours, for coming thither on the Sab- 
bath-day. For the ſame Cauſe Edward Morrell and Anne Child, by the Direc- 
tion of the Prieſt of Stebbing, were taken from a Meeting there, and kept under 
Guard in an Alehouſe all Night. And under the like Pretence Richard Potter 
and William Suffall were committed to Prifon. The Wife of one Fohn Chop- 
ping being ſeen going homeward, on that Day, her Huſband was fined, and 
had his Goods diſtramed. Zachary Child and Anne Child returning from Col- 
cheſter, where ſhe had been to viſit her Huſband in Priſon, were kept by an 
officious Conſtable at Braintree, detained all Night in an Inn-yard in cold Wea- 
ther, and next Day were fined 105. each. Some were impriſoned on an Ac-

The Speaker not anſwering their Requeſt, they publiſhed their faid Caſe in Print, 
and got it delivered to the Members of Parliament ; but no Notice was taken 
of it, becauſe it was not drawn in the uſual Form, and inſcribed, To the 
Right Honourable, &c. a Title which the Priſoners conſcientiouſly ſcrupled to 
uſe. After they had been fourteen Weeks in Cuſtody without any Examination,

Nevertheleſs they were ſtill detained for the Serjeant's Fees, who demanded 
501. beſide 105. a Week for their Chamber Rent, though they were put in the 
higheſt Room of a lofty Tower, not fit to lodge in, till they had the Windows 
repaired at their own Charge. They not complying with theſe unreaſonable 
Demands, the Day before the Parliament roſe, (notwithſtanding an A of Obli-

* this Year was a grievous Perſecution of this People for their religious 
Meetings at Colcheſter, where William Moore, then Mayor, exerted the utmoſt 
of his Authority to oppreſs them. | 
On the 25th of OFober he came and forcibly broke up the Meeting, ſending 
Stephen Criſp and John Pike to Priſon. On the 28th of the ſame he came 
again, and having diſperſed the Meeting, he committed Thomas Brown and 
Thomas Gainford. And on the iſt of November he ſent Priſoners alſo to the 
Moothall, Thomas Bayles and George Watherly. This Method proving ineffectual, 
a Party of the County Troops were employed to go to the Meeting, where 
they beat ſome, and carried others to Priſon, having firſt broke the Forms, 
Seats, and Windows of the Meeting-houſe. After this, being kept out of their 
Meeting-houfe, they aſſembled in the Street, ſometimes in the Cold and Rain, 
not daring to decline their Duty for thoſe Inconveniencies: Thus they continued 
conſtantly meeting twice a Week, on the Firſt and Fourth-days of the Week, 
at their appointed Hour, till the 6th of December, when a Troop of Horſe, 
who came to Town the Day before, armed with Swords, Piſtols, and Carbines, 
rode in furiouſly among them, crying out, What a Devil do you here ? Some 
with their drawn Swords, and others with their Carbines, laying on without 
Mercy, both on Old and Young, Men and Women, beat and bruiſed many 
exceedingly, chaſing them to and fro in the Streets, after which they broke into 
ſeveral Houſes to the Terror of the People. There were alſo taken by the 
Troopers and committed to Priſon, John Havens, Henry Havens, Benjamin 
Hall, William Quick, Fohn Shaft, and Thomas Brunton. And about the fame 
Time, Wilkam Havens, Thomas Cole, Robert Dednam, and Nathanael Gibſon, 
were committed to Goal by the Mayor. 
On the 13th of December the Troopers came again, having added to their 
former Weapons great Clabs, one of which was above four Inches round :

On the 3d of the Month called January, about ſixty of the Friends being 
met at the uſual Place, the Soldiers, ſome on Foot, and ſome on Horſeback, 
fell furiouſly upon them, as if they would have ſlain them all, with Clubs and 

Carbines knocking down ſeveral, and amongſt others an old Man, whom 
they beat ſo unmercifully, that ſome of their Abettors perſuaded them to 
deſiſt, for they had ſo beaten him that he was unable to go Home without 
Help. Another, aged ſixty five, was followed a great Way by one on Horſe- 
back, and three on foot, who beat and abuſed him ſo, that it was very much 
queſtioned whether one of his Arms would ever recover its Uſe. Solomon Fro- 
manile a Merchant, was ſo grievouſly abuſed and beaten, that he loſt much 
Blood, and yet the barbarous Troopers did not deſiſt: His Wife, fearing leſt 
he ſhould be killed, fell down upon him to cover and protect him from their 
Blows, many of which ſhe received on her own Body. Edward Grant, Father 
of Fromantlès Wife, about ſeventy Years of Age, was knockt down, and ſur- 
vived the fatal Stroke but a few Days. Among theſe Sufferers was alſo Giles 
Barnadiſton, a Man of Note, brought up in Learning at one of the Univerſities, 
and who had been formerly a Colonel. He, convinced of the Truth as held 
by this People, willingly bore his Part of this Storm of Perſecution, in the 
hotteſt of which he conſtantly attended religious Meetings, and undauntedly 
hazarded his Life for his 'Teſtimony, | | 

On the 6th of the ſame Month the Soldiers had -put into their Clubs Iron 

Spikes, ſharpened with a File, with which they hurt many, particularly an 
ancient Woman of good Repute, whom they wounded in twelve ſeveral Places, 
ſome of the Soldiers being ſo cruelly wanton, that they made Sport of running 
thoſe Iron Spikes into Peoples Bodies, ſcoffing and jeering them when they 
ſtarted or flinched at the Pain. 

After this the Troopers, finding the Conſtancy of the Sufferers invincible, ge- 
nerally began to relent, and abate of their former Violence, fo that they inclined 
to commiſerate thoſe whom they could not conquer, and grew aſhamed of 
fighting againſt thoſe whom no Abuſes could provoke to reſiſt them: So that 
there was a Calm or Repoſe for two. or three Weeks, till the Mayor and Re- 
corder, diſpleaſed at their Backwardneſs, F any them on again to act againſt 
their Wills; ſo that on the 24th of the Month called January, about twenty 
of them on Horſeback went to the Meeting- place with Trumpets ſounding, 
and puſht the Friends away, but with leſs Violence than formerly. 

On the 27th of the ſame Month they endeavoured to prevent their Meeting, 
by guarding the Paſſages thither, ſtopping and forcing back ſuch as they ſaw 
coming.

John Cullington a Fiſherman of Harwich, and a noted Informer againſt Meet- 
ings there, was found drowned, whether by Accident, or through Deſpair is 
uncertain, but the latter not improbable, for he had expreſs'd himſelf to be 
under a grievous Trouble and Concern of Mind for what he had done. His 
dead Body was caft on ſhore at a common Landing: place near the Sea-ſide. 

Randal Poole a Taylor of the fame Town, a Man who had been in good 
Credit, took up the Buſineſs of an Informer, to follow which he neglected the 


Care of his lawful Vocation. After which he habituated himſelf alſo to Gam- 


ing and Drinking, ſtriving by that Means to ſtifle the Checks of Conſcience, 
which nevertheleis grew ſo ſtrong that he was conſtrained to acknowledge, 
that be was ſo troubled in Mind, that he was afraid he ſhould be diſtrafted. This 
Trouble produced Repentance, fo that he afterward deſiſted, and lived quietly. 
Jobn Hunwicks, an Informer of Braintree, had been a Shopkeeper of good 


Reputation there, but ſeeking to enrich himſelf by the Spoil of his Neighbours, 
he proceeded with much Uneaſineſs. At length, "when on his Death-bed, he

to forgive him, and to pray to God for him, telling them he was ſo troubled 
in Conſcience, that he could not die in Peace.

The Goaler's Wife, who had been inſtrumental in many Injuries, Affronts, 
and Abuſes to Richard Richardſon, and others of this People in Priſon at Chelm/- 
ord, in her laſt Sickneſs was under much Remorſe of Conſcience when ſhe re- 
flected on her Cruelty toward them, often crying out, O you Men! O you Men. 
And under much Trouble on their Account the died. So remarkable was the 


Patience and Meekneſs with which thoſe Sufferers, for the Cauſe of Religion, 
endured the Abuſes, Revilings, and Contradictions of Sinners, that it ſenſibly 
affected the Conſciences of their Oppoſers, by the convincing Evidence it car- 
ried with it of their Innocence and Integrity.

This Favour you may receive, before the Fury be charged with you: What /ay 
you, I ill you meet no more? They anſwered with one Accord, Me can make 
no ſuch Promiſe. The Jury was ſworn, and the Witneſs gave Evidence as be- 
fore, which when the Judge ſumnrd up; he faid to the Jury, You are not 10 
expect a plain punctual Evidence of any Thing ſaid or done; à bare Proof of their 
being met is ſufficient for their Convittion. *Tis not your Buſineſs to enter inio the 
Meaning of the Law, but 2 to determine the Fact of Meeting. Thus taught, 
the Jury went out, and ſoon rought them in Guilty, and the Judge pais'd Sen- 
_ tence forthwith, viz. . Du ſhall be Seas 
Barbadoes, there to remain ſeven Years: Then the other five were brought to 
the Bar, four of whom were convicted on the ſame Evidence, and ſentenced 
to be tranſported beyond the Seas, to the Iſland 4 Jamaica, for ſeven Years, And 
the fifth, John Reynolds, whom the Witneſſes 1a 5 not ſeeen 
bouſe, but within a Yard of the Door, with his Face from it, was acquitted. 
The eight Perſons convicted were informed, by the Judge, of that, Clauſe. in 
the Act which provides, that upon Payment of 1000. each, before the Riſing 
of the Court, they might be diſcharged: The Court, then adjourned for a ſhore 
Time, and returning, ſent to the Priſoners to know, whether they would pay 
the 1007. to which they unanimouſly anſwering No, the Court broke up. 

Purſuant to the Sentence, the Goaler, by the Sheriff*s Order, as he ſaid, 
applied to one Thomas May, Maſter of the Ship called the Anne, of London, 
and contracted with him to carry ſeven. Perſons, thoſe to Barbadoes at 5 l. per 
Head, and thoſe to Jamaica at 61. telling him that they, were free Men, and 
that ſix of them would carry Goods. On the 1ſt of September the Priſoners were 
brought to the Bull Inn in Biſbopſgate- Street; the Shipmaſter came and aſkt 
them, whether they were willing to go with him ? They anſwered, that they were 
compell d to go againſt their Wills by ibe Af. He replied, I agreed to carry free 
Men, and will carry no others ; and ſo went away, and after him the Goaler, 
leaving the Priſoners lockt up, with an Under-Keeper, that Nighlt. 

Next Morning they were put into two Coaches, and carried to Billing ſpate, 
hurried into Boats, and rowed to the Ship's Side ; the Maſter not being on 
board, the Mate ſaid, he had expreſi Orders not to receive them. - The er, 
enraged at this Diſappointment, carries them back to the Dark-houſe nęar Bil- 
linelgate, and leaves them lockt up in a Room, with two Keepers, while him- 
ſelf hurries to a Secretary of State, and makes Oath that he had contracted 
with Thomas May for the Priſoners Paſſage, as Perſons convicted by the Act:

May, being ſent for, took with him Witneſſes of his Contract, but the Secre- 
tary told him, that Oath having been already made for the King, his Witneſſes

: wh and followed, the angry Goaler threatning to piſtol the Coachmen, for 
ollowing fo cloſe. At Ratchff Perſons were appointed. to drag them into an 
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Houſt, and chen into a dark Cellar, whence they forced them dom a Ladder 


into Boats, rowed them to the Ship, and put them on Board in the Maſter's 


Abſence; where one Manning, an officious Perſon on Board, received them, 
deſigning, as it was thought, to make a Market of them beyond Sea; The 
coming, ordered them to go on Shore again, himſelf aſſiſting to row 
them, and giving them the following Certificate, vx. | 


« HESE are to give Notice to whom it may concern, that whereas 
ce ſeven Men were delivered on board my Ship called the Anne, of Lon- 
don, to be tranſported, viz. Nicholas Lucas, Henry Feaſt, Henry Marſhall,

On the iſt of October the Maſter ſent for them to come on Board, which they 
did, and the Ship fail'd down the River as far as the Red-Houſ near Daze 
when a ſudden Turn of Wind drove her back to Zimehoy/e, where the Priſoners 
were again ſet on Shore. On the 6th the Ship again weighed Anchor, with 


Wind and Tide fair, ſo that many other Veſſels paſsd by them down the River, 


et could not the Seamen, with their utmoſt Application, make this Ship fail, 
t they were obliged to anchor again about a Stone's Caſt from the Place they 


lay at before, ſo that ſome of the Mariners were amazed, and faid, We ſpall 


never get out of England while theſe Men are on Board. So they ſet them on 
Shore the third Time. On the 8th they failed again, and went down to Green- 
wich, when a ſudden Storm obliged them to caſt Anchor again to ſecure the 
Ship, and the Priſoners were ſet on Shore the fourth Time. On the roth 
they were ordered on Board a fifth Time, and failed again, when the Ship was 
with much ado kept from running on Ground, nor could the Seamen ſteer her 
aright, till they had ſet the Fine on Shore again at Blackewall, after which 
ſhe went down well the ſame Tide to Graveſend + Fhither the Priſoners fol- 


| lowed, and by the Maſter's Order, fome tarried there, and others came back 


to London, till the 28th, when they were ordered on Board a ſixth Time, and 
the Ship failed that Night to Lee Road, where they caſt Anchor, but before 
the Morning the Wind turned ſtrong againſt them, fo that they lay there two 
Days and three Nights. On the 31ft they failed to the North-Foreland, and 
caft. Anchor again till the next Day. At Night the Maſter ſet.them on Shore, 
and dĩrected them to Deal, where he met them all together, and before ſeveral 
Witneſſes declared, hat though they had followed the Ship ſo long, yet be was 
reſolved not to carry them, and gave them a Certificate in Writing as follows, viz, 


„ FF7 HEREAS there were ſeven Men, called Puakers, brought on 
TS board my Ship, called the Anne, of London, by William Edmond: 


«© Goaler of Hartford, to wit, Nicholas Lucas, Henry Feaft, Henry Marſhall,

Being thus diſmiſt by the Maſter of the Veſſel, Manning, who, as we men- 


tioned before, thought to make a Gain of them, was diſpleaſed, and com- 
plained to the Deputy, or principal Officer, at Deal, that the Priſoners 
had left the Ship and made an Eſcape; but they producing the Maſter's 
Certificate, the Deputy would not concern himſelf with them : Nevertheleſs, 
by Manning's Sollicitation, the Deputy and Maſter came to them that After- 
noon, and the Maſter appointed the Priſoners to meet him again next Morn- 
ing at the Sea-ſide, which they did: Being there, the Maſter again declared 
that he would not carry them : Yet N with two others to help him, 
forced four of them into a Boat then on the Beach, where they fat till the Tide 
came up, and the Boat was in Danger of running a-drift, for none of the Peo- 
ple, nor Owner of the Boat, would touch an Oar to row them on Board: So 
they came out again and walked by the Sea-fide, where meeting the Maſter, 
they aſked him, whether he had any Thing more to ſay to them ? He rephed, /f 
baue, I will come 10 you again. But they ſaw him no more, for he went on 
Board that Night, and next Morning they ſaw the Ship under Sail, the Deputy 
being preſent, and ſaying, he could witneſs that the Ship went away from them, 
not they from it. Then they ſaid to the Deputy, F thou, as a Magiſtrate, haſt 
any Thing to ſay or ds" with. us, thou mayſt. He anſwered, be bad not, but 
wiſhed them well. This Relation of the Manner how the Ship left them, was 
atcerward ſigned by eleven Perſons who were Eye-witneſles of theſe Tranſac- 
tions.

Being thus ſet at Liberty they returned to London, and then to their own 
Houſes, ſending the following Letter to the King and Council.

Thus contumeliouſly they interr'd a Man who laid down his Life 
tor his faithful Obedience to the Precept of Chriſt, Swear not at all. He died in 
a ſweet Frame of Mind, and left a good Savour behind him, both among thoſe 
of his own Perſuaſion, and many others.

Being landed 
again in England, the two Men went to the Earl of Derby, and while they were 
employed in fruitleſs Sollicitations to him and the Biſhop, Croſſthwaite carried 
the two Women back to the Iſland, where they were again ſhut up in Priſon.

According to this Order, on the 13th of the Month called June, they took 
Shipping again for the Iſland on board a Veſſel: preſt to carry them, whereof 
John Chriſtian was Maſter. The Wind being contrary they were five Days at 
Sea, during which Time the Women ſuffered much for Want of Proviſions 
and Neceſſaries, William Callow*s Wife being with Child, and near the Time 
of her Delivery: At length being come near the Iſland, the Maſter put the 
' Women on Shore. in his Boat, and the Veſſel put in the next Day, being the 
18th, at Ramſey. The Biſnop and Governour being informed of their Arri- 
val, ordered a Watch to prevent William Callow's. landing, and on the 25th 
ſent Soldiers to carry the Women again on Board. Accordingly the Soldiers 
that Night took Jane Chriſten by Violence from her Huſband and Children, 
and put her on Board, and then, taking the Maſter of the Veſſel: with them, 
went to the Governour at Caſtle-Pecl. The Maſter repreſented to the Gover- 
nour and the Biſhop, the weak Condition of the Women, and what they had 
ſuffered at Sea, and the Danger which the hurrying them on Board again muſt 
needs expoſe them to; but the Biſhop, unmoved at their diſtreſſed Caſe, ſent 
by a Meſſenger an Order to raiſe! the Pariſh People to carry William Callow's 
Wile to Ramſey, and put her on Shipboard : The Meſſenger returning told 
the Biſhop, that he found her in a weak Condition, and for ought they knew 
in Labour: The Biſhop nevertheleſs repeated his Order, and ſent Soldiers 
again to the Houſe with a ſtrict hogs to take and put her on Shipboard : 
The Soldiers took nine or ten Perſons, Men and Women, with them, leſt 
ſhe ſhould be delivered, or miſcarry by the Way, and coming to the Bedſide, 
the Soldiers bade her get up and go with them, ſwearing that they had Orders 
from the Biſhop, if ſhe would not go to carry her in a Cart, or croſs an 
Horſe's Back; adding, that if ſhe would ſay ſhe was in Labour, the Biſho 
ordered them to leave her at Home a Day or two, and then put her on Board. 
The, Woman anſwered, She was not well, and knew not her Hour. So they 
took her Children out of Bed from her, and then ſcarce giving her Time to 
put her, Clothes on, hurried her away to Ramſey. Three of the Neighbours, 
who refuſed to aſſiſt in this Inhumanity, were by the Biſhop's Order ſent to 
Priſon. © The Soldiers having put her on Board, returned to the Houſe" (after 
they had rifled her Pocket of four Shillings) where they found a Box of Clothes 
and Linen, which they took, leaving the poor Woman not one Rag of Linen 
or any Thing elſe but what ſhe had on, ſaying, they had ſeized her Goods by 
the Biſhop's Warzant. They were detained on Board in an open Boat halt- 
deckt, and that fo, badly, that when it rained they could not fir dry. On the 
th of; the Month called July they put to Sea, and next Day landed at Peet in 
Langaſbire: Upon Notice of their Landing, two Juſtices of the Peace made an 
Order to ſend them back again in the following Form, vimg.

Purſuant to this Order, on the 6th of the Month called Auguſt, William Cal. 
low and Fane Chriſten were put on Board : (Anne Callow, then in Childbed,

being left behind) At the fame Time Evan Chriſten and Alice Coward were; 


put into another Veſſel : And on the 8th they all arrived at Ramſey on the 
Iſland, but were not ſuffered to land, but kept Priſoners on Shipboard under a 
Guard of two Men, Day and Night till the 1ſt of September. | 

While they lay on Board they were informed that George Pickering, who had 
been active and forward in tranſporting ſome of them, had loſt his Lading and 


Money, and had his Ship much damaged in Ramſey Haven; and that Richard 


Bell the Owner, who had joined with the Biſhop in tranſporting Alice Coward, 


had been caſt away on the Coaſt of Wales, and that the Veſſel, Men, and 


Lading, had been all loſt. Theſe Diſaſters adminiſtred Occaſion to the Suf- 
ferers, conſcious of their own Innocence, to make ſuch Obſervations reſpecti 
the Divine Juſtice on Perſecutors and their Agents, as probably any other Per-

The next Account we find of Sufferings in this Iland, bears Date 1 

ANNO 1682. In this Year Eleanor. Stockdale, b. concerned to ex-; 
hort the Inhabitants of Douglas to repent of the Evil of their Ways, was put 
into the Stocks, and after many Abuſes caſt into a Dungeon, and kept Priſoner 
eight Days: At the End of which, by Order of Thomas Robinſon a Magittrate, 
— Prieſt of that Town, ſhe, with Fane Hal her Companion, were carried by 
two Soldiers of the Garriſon to a Veſſel then lying there, to be tranſported 4; bur 
the Maſter of the Veſſel, a Srotchman, 9 to receive them. Whereupon 
the Soldiers arreſted the Ship, and the Maſter and Mariners left it: But 
the Soldiers after ſome Time departing, the Seamen returned and ſet Sail, 
leaving the Women on Shore, The Soldiers n away from the ſaid _—_ 
an Apron worth g 5s. 6 d. 

ANNO 1683. Robert Callow, and the faid Bear, then his Wife, were

Then 
all the ten Steers and Bullocks were drove to Grantham Market, but no Body 
would buy them; thence they were driven to Slzeford, where one Parker 
bought the four fat Bullocks for 27 J. but when he underſtood that they had 
been taken by the Act, he alſo threw up his Bargain. Then they drove the 
Beaſts to Lincoln, but could find no Chapman, for the People looking on them 
as the Spoil of Conſcience, would not buy them. At length the Conſtable 
drove them all to Sir Chriſtopher Nevil the Juſtice, by whoſe Warrant they 


had been taken, but he, after keeping them fourteen. Days, and finding no Pur- 


chaſer, and being unwilling to take them himſelf, reſtored them to the right 
Owner, on Conſideration that the ſame or others of like Value would probably be 
upon the Land at any Time : For he, though willing to execute the Law ac- 
cording, to his Office, was of a more generous Diſpoſition than to ſeek Ad- 
vantage to himſelf by the Loſs of his Neighbours. The eighteen Sheep worth

Several others, 
irregularly committed by Soldiers, without Warrant or Mittimus, and having no 
Indictment or Charge againſt them, the Court either enſnared by tendring them 
the Oath of Allegiance, or requiring Bail, which they could not give. So that 
all who appeared at that Seſſions were recommitted to cloſe Priſon, where they

Baniſter, Fob Bolton, Ezekiel Archer, Margery Fann, and Samuel Slaughter, 
who had been taken by the Sheriffs from a Meeting near Bi/hop'3-gate ;, Jubn 
Bolton, an ancient Citizen, and Thomas Rudyard, a Man ſkilful in the Law 
of the Land, and zealous for the Liberties of the People, were brought to 
Trial upon like Indictments, for meeting in a riotous Manner.

Upon the Appearance of the thirteen laſt mentioned in Court, and their 
not paying the uſual Hat-honour which the Bench expected, the Mayor, with 
great Indignation, called out to the Officers of the Court, laying, Per on them : 
Knock them all down : But the Marſhals and Goalers having more ny 
offered no other Violence to the Prifoners than pulling off their Hats, for 
which the Mayor rebuked them, and ordered them to put the Priſoners Hats 
upon their Heads again, which was no ſooner done at his Command, but pre- 
ſently the Clerk of the Peace required every of the Priſoners, in Obedience 
and Reverence to the Court, to pull off their own Hats: The Priſoners not 
complying with ſuch ridiculous and whimſical Commands, the Recorder gave 
Orders to the Officers to pull off all their Hats a ſecond Time, and fined them, 
ſome twenty Marks, and others twenty Nobles, uſing: many frothy 3, 
and reproaching the Priſoners whom he fo: illegally fined.

Stuff, with a Cheſt belonging to a Lodger, wherein were Writings of much 
Concern ; they allo took away the Servants wearing Apparel, and ſeveral 
Things belonging to two Widows, which Mary Elſan told them were none of 
hers ; alſo eight Loads of Timber and Boards out of the Yard. The Meeting- 
houſe, for which this Seizure was made, not being the Property of the ſaid 
Jobn Elſon, he made his Appeal, and had his Goods again upon Payment of 
3041, into the Hands of the. ſaid Juſtice Peter Sabbs, in order to traverſe it. 
But before the Time for trying his Appeal, the Juſtice abſconded, withdrew 
from his Creditors into a priviledged Þlace, and the Money was loſt, In like 
Manner, Anthony Ellwood loſt by the fame Juſtice 51. depoſited in his Hands 
in order to an Appeal, from a falſe Information of his being at a Meeting.

Then they were turned into the Baledock, and kept there till eleven at Night, 
without Fire, in that remarkable Froſt, when Streets of Booths were built on 
the Thames: After five Hours Confinement they were had back to Newgate, 
and not admitted to hear what Fines were laid upon them. In Newgate ſeven- 
teen of them were thronged into one Room, ſo cloſe,” that they have. ſometimes 
gone into the Houſe of Eaſement for the ſweeteſt Air they could have, the 
Smoke and Stench of the Place being ready to ſtifle them, being unaccuſtomed 
to ſuch Living. Their Fines were afterward fixt at 3 J. 65. 8 d. each. Jeremiah 
Snow, after five Weeks Impriſonment, was diſcharged by the Sheriff, but the 
reſt continued longer, in that extreme cold Seaſon : And one of them, James 
Whitaker, remained there above four Months. 

At the ſame Seſſions, Samuel Waldenfield, William Bingley, Robert Cary, 
Ralph Jobnſon, Chriſtopher Williams, Richard Baldwin, and Jobn Horner, who 
had been taken at a Meeting in White-hart-Court, were alſo tried for a Riot, 
brought in Guilty, fined 51. each, and for Non-payment committed to Priſon, 
where William Bingley continued four Months, three Weeks, and two Days; 
Richard Baldwin three Months, three Weeks, and four Days; Ralph Johnson 
three Months, and three Weeks; John Horner one Month, three Weeks, and 
five Days; Chriſtopher Williams (till he died) three Weeks, and ſix Days; 
Robert Cary, two Months, one Week, and five Days; and William Philips one 
Month, one Week, and one Day. | 

In this extreme hard Winter the Meetings in and about London were uſually 
guarded by Conſtables, or Soldiers, who kept the Friends out, and obliged 
them to meet in the Streets, which they conſtantly did through the utmoſt In- 
clemency of the Weather, The Peace Officers would frequently permit them 
to abide quietly in the Street, till Informers came, who were uſually fo inſolent 
as to conſtrain the Conſtables to carry the Preachers and others before the 
Magiſtrates, who were obliged under a Penalty to fine them, which the In- 
formers inſiſted upon being done, that they might have their Part of the Prey. Yet 
thoſe Devourers were encouraged by ſome Men of Eminence : And *tis worthy 
Obſervation, that when George Whitehead and William Crouch had an occaſional 
Conference with Dr. Saxcroft, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, at his Palace in Lam- 
beth, they told him of the Wickedneſs of Informers, and how frequently ſome 
of them had forſworn themſelves, and deſerved to be indicted for Perjury, 
adding, that it was a Diſhonour to the Church to employ ſuch Agents. The 
Archbiſhop's Anſwer was, that /ame crooked Timber was neceſſary for the Build- 
ing of a Ship ; thence inferring, that thoſe vile Wretches might be uſeful to the 
Support and Service of the Church. 6

Toward the Concluſion of this Year, Jeremiah e aka taken out of a 
Meeting at the Peel, and by Juſtice Smith, of Clerkenwel, committed to New- 
Priſon as a Rioter. Alſo Mariabella Farmborough and Lydia Oades, for preach- 
ing at the ſame Place, were committed to the fame Priſon. ws 
The laſt Inſtance of this Year's Perſecution is very ſevere: Martha Halſey, 
a Widow of 7ewen-ſtreet, by a Warrant from the Recorder for 101. had her 
Houſe entred by Chriſtopher Smith, Informer, and one Platt, a Conſtable, who 
ſet a Watchman. at the Doors of her Shop and Chamber, took all they found 
in her Houſe, ſpoiled moſt of her Shop-Goods, throwing them under their 
Feet, drank ſome, gave away ſome, and fold the reſt, the Informer pocketing 
the Money. They kept ſeven Perſons in Poſſeſſion two Days together, ſaying, 
They were glad of the Work. They pulled down her Grates and Copper, and 
broke her Ciſtern, ſay ing, They matter d not if they pulled down her Houſe, In 
the Warrant her Name was written Margaret, which being objected to the 
Diſtrainers, their Anſwer was, No matter what was her Name : Sbe was the 
Perſon convicted. And the Conſtable after he had made Diſtreſs, ſaid, That 
be had ſent the Warrant to the Recorder, and had the Name Margaret turned 
into Martha : Thus were the moſt looſe and profane Perſons abetted by thoſe 
in Authority, and encouraged, beyond the Bounds both of Law and Reaſon, * 
to conſume and deſtroy the Subſtance of the Religious and Conſcientious, and 
to devour the Widow and the Fatherleſs. :

This, though done by they knew not whom, was imputed to the 
Friends there aſſembled, who had no hand in it, but continued all of them 
quietly within. However, the Informers, under pretext of Reſiſtance, ſent for 
Soldiers to the Exchange, who brought away Thomas Robinſon, whom the In- 


formers had before pulled down from Preaching, and ſeveral others, and car- 


ried them before the Lord-Mayor, who fent them to Priſon by the following

Samuel Duncomb and Anthony Alexander appealed to the Quarter Seſſions, but 
found no Redreſs, the Mayor and Steward not ſuffering the Witneſſes againſt 
them to be produced to their Faces, but the Records of the Court, which had 
been ſworn to in their Abſence, were taken for Evidence againſt them; nor 
were they allowed any Copy of thoſe Records before their Trial. They appre- 
hended themſelves to be very unjuſtly uſed, and repreſented the Hardſhip of 
their Caſe in the following Letter to the Mayor, Steward, and Conrt of Alder- 


men, VIZ.

on our Sides, and hinder'd the Procedure of our Appeal: And becauſe you 
might ſee. the Jury could not have brought it in againſt us by the Witneſſes 
Face to Face, being but one, and the Act faid two, (and he a Party) you 


made the Records, which were ſworn to in our Abſence, to be the Evi- 


dence againſt us, and preſt it upon the Jury, that if we were there it was 
enough, whether we committed Fact againſt the Law or no. Or is that the 
Fact, being at an Houſe above five? Does the Act forbid that? O you unjuſt 


Judges, would you be thus dealt with your ſelves ? Think you it not enough

H E firſt Suffering of this People in this County was that of William 
; » Dewfberry, who about the Beginning of December, being in the 
Street at Wellingborough, was called to by Thomas ne; Prieſt 
of that Town, who ſpoke to him thus, Give over deceiving the 
People: leſt the Plagues of God fall upon thee, William replied, Wherein do 1 
decerve them ? The Prieſt anſwered, In telling them, 'there is no Original Sin. 
William aſked him again, Didſt thou bear me ſay f To which the Prieſt 
made no Anſwer, but went away. About three Weeks after this, Wilkam 
went mto the Steeple-houſe, and waited till the Prieſt had done, and then ſpake 
to the People, who gave Attention to what he ſaid. After which he thus 
ſpake to the Prieſt, Thou haſt accuſed me of decerving the: People; prove thy 
Accuſation now before the People, or acknowledge the Falſhood of it. But the 
Prieſt, without giving any Anſwer, departed. Upon this, William was haled 
out of the Houle into the Yard, where he again hed to the People, who 
ſtood quietly to hear him, till the High-Co e came, and laying hold of 
him, led him to the Market-place, ſaying, He would bring Evidence againſt bim 
for Blaſphemy. After a ſhort Time he was let go again, and lodged at a Friend's 
Houle that Night. Next Day, being the 28th ot December, a Conſtable came 
to him with a Warrant to apprehend the Quaker, but without mentioning his 
Name : However the Conſtable carried him to a Juſtice of the Peace, who 
committed him to Northampton Goal by a Mittimus, which was ſaid to contain 
a Charge of Blaſphemy, wherefore ry was ſomewhat earneſt in requeſting 
a Copy of it, but that, though both - juſt and reaſonable, was refuſed him. 
By the ſame Mztimas the Juſtice alſo ſent Fo/eph Storr to Priſon with him, who 
only came to hear the Iſſue of his Friend's Examination, and againſt whom no 
Accuſation was laid, but ſuch was the Juſtice's Prejudice, that he obſerved 
not any Diſtinction in their Caſes ; it was enough to him that they were both 
ua ers.

Accordingly they were carried back to Priſon, and there names as dee, 
in the naſty Low Goal among Felony, till another Aſſize. In the mean Time 
ſeyeral others of their Friends were alſo committed to Priſon, ol. 

1. Jobn Whitebead, who ſome Time before occaſionally went into the Steeple- 
houſe at Wellinghoraugh, and tarried quietly till their publick Worſhip was 
ended, and then aſked the Prieft ſome Queſtions concerning his Doctrine and 
Practice, to which the Prieſt made no Anſwer, but went away, calling him 
Madman : However the People, who generally ſtaid, were ſoon convinced he 
was not ſo ; for his powerful Preaching, and rational Diſcourſe, was well AC- 
cepted by many of the Prieſt's Hearers : The Report of which ſo nettled him, 
that he challenged Fobn Whitehead to a Diſpute at a Time and Place appointed. 
That — made the Prieſt yet more uneafy, becauſe he miſt his Aim, 
which was to have ſome Matter of Complaint to the Magiſtrates. A little Time 
after, he fends a Meſſage to Fobx to meet him at Mr. Pentlow's, (who was a 
Juftice of the Peace) that he might hear and determine the Diſpute between 
them. But this Snare was laid too open, and Anſwer was returned, that he 
muſt appoint ſome other Place. He then ſends for Fobx to meet him at a 
Lecture in the Steeple-houſe, where ſeveral other Miniſters and People were to 
be: This he accepted, came thither, and quietly waited till their Was 
over: Then he propoſed a Queſtion to the Preachers, which they Wiel to 
anſwer, but Andrews, the Prieſt, began to accuſe John ¶ bitebead, who defended 
himſelf with plain Truth, to the Conyiction of many of the People; ſo that 
the Priefts being drove to their laſt Argument, Byfield, Parſon of 7. orrington, 
laid violent Hands on John, and dragged him 'by Force out of the Steeple- 
houſe, A Warrant was to apprehend him as a Vagrant, and he was 
carried before two Juſtices met on purpoſe. He told them he was no Vagrant, 
and that he could prove his Habitation and Manner of Living by one of his 
Neighbours, a ſubſtantial Man, if they would admit him wh come in. Upon 
this Marmaduke Storr was called, who informed them of the Place of Johr's 
Reſidence, and that he had a Wite and Family whom he reputably maintained. 

Then 
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Then they aſked Marmaduke his Name and Place of Abode, and what was 
his Buſinek in thoſe Parts. He told chem his Name, and that he lived at Fol, 
derneſi in the Eaſtern Parts of Turihſbire, that he was a Grazier, and held Land 
for that Purpoſe, that he came thither to viſit and help his Brother Foſeph'Story; 
a Priſoner at Northampton, and was going thence into Staffordſhire to renew the 
Leaſe of his Farm then expiring. The Account he gave, both of himſelf and 
his Neighbour, was ſo unexceptionable that the Juſtices were at a Stand, and 


after ſome Conſultation with the Prieſts, dropt the Pretence of Vagrancy, and 


concluded to enſnare them both another Way. They aſked Marmaduke, 
whether he would ſwear to the Truth of what he had ſaid, and finding that he 
would not, they tendred them both the Oath of Abjuration. They anſwered, 
that they had fufficiently demonſtrated their good Affection to the Common. 
wealth, in qe ng. Aa with their Perſons and tes in Times of its greateſt 
Straits, and that they were well known to be no Papiſts, but that they could 
not Swear for Conſcience-fake. They required of them Sureties for their good 
Behaviour, n refuſing which, they were committed to Priſon on the 15th of 
the Month called March 1654, and at the next Seſſions were ordered to be kept 
till the Aſſizes. By this Impriſonment Marmaduke Storr was prevented from 
ing his Leaſe renewed, ſo that his Family were conſtrained to remove, and 

off his Stock at a Day's Notice, to his very great Detriment. SD 

2. Edward Ferman, when the Prieſt had ended his Performance in the 
Steeple-houſe at Frandon, and was coming out, went in and ſpake to the People.

. Thomas Cocket, of Dingley, hearing of the ſaid Ferman's Impriſonment, 
applies to the Juſtice who committed him, and acquaints him that Ferman was 
no Vagrant, but an induſtrious honeſt Man, and of good Repute. The Juſtice, 
inſtead of relieving the injured Man, takes Occaſion againſt the Complainant, 
who a little before had writ a Letter to one of the Juſtices who had ſent a

This Letter was called an abiſive One, and from thence the Juſtice took 
Occaſion to require of Lockett Sureties for his good Behaviour, and for his 
refuſing to give ſuch Security, ſent him to Priſon. The Goaler refuſed to 
give him a Copy of his Mittimus, but when it was read at the next Seſſions, the 
principal Matter charged againſt him, was the writing that Letter, which he 
therefore deſired might be read in Court; but that was not granted; and the 
Juſtices ordered his Continuance in Priſon till the next Aſſices.

Proceſs againſt them, vix. 

William Dewſberry and Joſeph Storr, fifteen Months; Henry Williamſon, Fobn 
Whitehead, Marmaduke Storr, and Thomas Cockett, about ten Months; Francis 
og thirty eight Weeks; Jobn Hutchin and Michael Patteſon, twenty eight 
Weeks, and Edward Ferman thirteen Weeks. | þ 

During their Impriſonment, their Friends were not admitted to viſit: them, 
but ſeveral who attempted it, were taken up and ſent out of the Town with a 
Paſs. , Thomas Goodacre, deſiring to ſee them, was repuls'd by the Goaler, and 
going from the Priſon met the Mayor and ſome of the Aldermen in the Street, 
to whom he ſpake thus; Men ! ſee what is the Fruit of the Miniſtry of this 
Nation, and what it has brought forth, for Wickedneſs and Perſecution abound ; 
and thoje that ſay they are Chriſtian Magiſtrates, and perſecute the Innacent, are 
Heathens, and know not God. Adding, that they could not bring any Scripture 
to prove that ever any Chriſtian Magiſtrate did perſecute any Man as they. bad 
done, who caſt his Friends into Priſon. This deſerved Reproof ſo incenſed the 
Magiſtrates againſt the Reprover, that they committed him to Priſon, where 
he lay about eleven Weeks. The Mayor of Northampton, in this Lear, was 
Peter Whaley, a Man of an haſty and Cholerick Diſpoſition; When'one Walter 
Ferr came before him with his Hat on, he threw it into the Kennel. At ano- 
ther Time Michael Gainer having ſent him a Book, he threw it into the Fire. 
In his Mayoralty Mary Horne was committed to Bridewell, and. Elizabeth 
Hunt to Northampton Goal, for certain Expreſſions of Reproof, which gave 
much Offence to the Prieſt of Wellingborough. Nn hab 7 
Dbomas Stubbs, exhorting the People of Daventry to Repentance, was ſent to 


T. Stubbs. Priſon by a Juſtice, who, when Thomas aſked him, By what. Law be proceeded,

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told him, By that Law that ſays, All Quakers muſt go 10 Priſon ; though indeed

and endured much Hardſhip, not being ſuffered to have Neceſſaries for his

AN: NO 1656. On the 26th of the Month called May, at a Meeting in a 
Field belonging to William Lovel of Harding flone, Thomas Stubbs was preaching, 
when Captain Pinkerd came with ſome Horſmen of the County Troop, ſaying, 
That he had Orders from Major Butler to diſperſe that Meeting : He aſked William 
Lovel, whether he owned that Meeting ? Who anſwering Jes, the Soldiers were 
ordered to take him Priſoner, which they did, and with him Jobn Crook, Jobn 
Samms, and Thomas Stubbs. They were detained in the Field under a Guard 
ſome Hours, while the Captain went to the Prieſt's Houſe to carouſe, and con- 
ſult what to do with his Priſoners. At length the Soldiers were ordered to 
carry them to Northampton Goal. The Goaler opening the Door to receive 
them, they aſked him, Y/hether be bad any Mittimus ? He anſwered, Jf you 
will come in I will receive you. They replied, We ſhall not commit our elves. 


Then the Captain ordered his Soldiers to put them in by Force, which was 


done. The Goaler telling them, By Captain Pinkerd's Order I have received 
you, and ſhall detain you. So he put them into the lower Goal among Thieves 
and Murderers, and denied even their. Wives and Children the Liberty of 
viſiting them. William Lovel ſoon procured an Habeas Corpus to remove him 
to London, where he put in Bail to appear at next Term, and returned Home 
again; but a few Days after was, by Major Butler's Order, taken from his own 
Houſe, and without any Cauſe aſſigned, committed to the MarſhaPs Cuſtody, 
where he remained about ſixteen Days. He afterwards appeared at the Term, 
and was diſcharged : But the others yet continued Priſoners. | 

In this Year alſo, Thomas Goodaire was taken preaching in a Meeting at Ould, 
and by two Juſtices ſent to Northampton Goal, where he lay among Felons, in a 
Place twelve Steps under Ground, ſixteen Weeks. Henry Hall and others, 
going to a Meeting at the Houle of John Hart of Towceſter, were ſtopt in the 
Street, and fined 105. each, for travelling on the Sabbath. Several of them 
had their Horſes taken away, and one was ſet in the Stocks four Hours. Anne 
Richardſon was impriſoned eight Weeks at the Inſtigation of the Prieſt of Wel- 
lingborough, to whom a juſt Keproof from her had given great Offence. 

ANNO 1657. In this Year Edward Roberts, of Overſton, a Man of exem- 
plary Patience and Innocence, and of a Converſation truly edifying, died a 
Priſoner, tor his Teſtimony againſt Tithes, in Northampton Goal, at the Suit of 
Lionel Goarick, his Pariſh Prieſt, after one and twenty Months Imprifonment. 
His Proſecutor had before taken from him four Horſes worth 287. for a Demand 
of 31. 35. for Tithes. 

On the 13th of September, William Ireland went into the Steeple-houſe at 
Findon, and when the Prieſt had done, and was going out, ſpake thus to the 
People; Fear God: He is worthy 10 be feared of all that know bim; and mind the 
Light of Chriſt in you, which ſhews you the Evil of your Ways. For this Chriſtian 
Exhortation he was ſent to Bridewell for fix Months, where he was unmerciſully 
whipt, and ſo cruelly uſed, that he became exceeding weak, fo that he hardly 
ſurvived the Time of his Impriſonment, but preſently after died. {1 

In like Manner Anne Corbey, for exhorting the People at Burton- Latimer to 
fear God, and to mind the Light of Chriſt Fefus within them, which was a ſure 
Teacher, and witneſſed againſt the Evil of their Doings, was impriſoned eleven 
Weeks in Northampton Goal, and together with her, Anne Peel, though no 
Breach of any Law was proved againſt either of them: For ſuppoſed Offences 
of the like Nature, Rebecca Peake and Mary Bottom alſo ſuffered Impriſonment. 

In this Year alſo, the Grand Jury at the Quarter Seſſions found two Bills 
of 2 againſt William Lovel, — Blajphemy, in ſaying, The Scriptures

Zane ſwore, and his Evidence was ac- 
cepted, in Contradiction to ſeveral Ear- Witneſſes who were preſent” when the 
Words charged againſt him were ſpoken: However, the Jury found him Guilty, 
and he was ſentenced to the Houſe of Correction for fix Months, where he was 
cruelly whipt, and underwent other barbarous Uſage. 16 OR 
About this Time William Vincent, Thomas Ollive, and Rebecca Peake; were 
fined. under the Name of Sabbath-breakers, for no other Cauſe than travelling 
to their religious Meetings on the Firft-day of the Week. | 

William Richardſon and William Page, both of Wellingborough, were impri- 
ſoned for frivolous Demands, pretended to be due for Tithe of Calves and Eggs, 
and for Smoke- Money, and for Eafter-Offerings ; befide which, the faid William 
Page had his Goods taken away on ſuch Pretences, to the Value of 4. 

In this Year alſo, for Demands of 105. 3 d. for Tithes, Goods were taken 
from ſeveral Perſons, to the Value of 1 J. 135. 8 d. | 
_ ANNO 1658. Thomas Smallbone, of Endon, for 31. 55. claimed by the 
Prieſt of that Place for Tithes, was impriſoned five Weeks, and had alfo his 
Goods taken by Execution, to the Value of 9 /. 

William Vincent, tor a Demand of only 4 d. for Tithes, was imprifoned in 
Northampton Low-Goal, at the Suit of Thomas Andrews, Prieſt of Welling- 
borough, above a Year among Felons, by whom he was much abuſed, being a 
very weakly Man, and having above a dozen Sores about him, by which he 
was rendered almoſt unable to help himſelf, and obliged to on. Crutches. 
His miſerable Caſe was repreſented to the Prieſt, his Profecutor, who yet 
ſhewed no Lenity towards him, but feemed to value the poor Man's Life at 
leſs than one Groat. 

Several others in this Year, for Claims of Tithes, amounting to 3 J. 8 5. 4 d. 
had Goods taken from them worth g/. 105. | 

Grievous were the Proceedings againſt Nicholas Day, Peter Mackerneſs, and 
George Whitlock, all of Findon, who for refuſing to take an Oath at a Court-Leet 
there, were fined 205. each; for Non-payment of which, they underwent the 
Seizure and Loſs of their Goods, to the Value of 361. 25. 64. 

In this Year alſo, Richard Ellard, having ſerved an Apprenticeſhip in

This -ſhews that ſome of the leading Eccleſiaſticks thought the Laws, 
though very ſevere, too favourable toward the Quakers ; wherefore they not 
only urged the Execution of them to the utmoſt Extremity ; but would 
willingly have extended them to the utter Extirpation of thoſe whom in their 
miſtaken Zeal they deemed to be Hereticks. _ F 

In this Year, at Northampton they met in the Street, being excluded from Fines for 
their uſual Meeting- place; for one of thoſe Meetings Edward Cowper had a Meetings 
Fine of 9/. Foam on him for himſelf and thirty four others fo aſſembled, for 
which the Officers took away his Goods to the Value of about 164. But when 
after a, long Time they could find no Body to purchaſe them, they were re- 
deemed by ſome charitable Neighbours for 31. and returned to the Owner.

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had him before the Mayor and Aldermen, who aſter ſome Examination 

— him. Some Time after, the High- Sheriff, hoſe Name was Jobn 
Reckleſs, ſent for him to his Houſe ; and at his Coming in, the Sheriff's Wife 
met him in the Hall, and taking him by the Hand, ſaid, Salvation is come to 
our Houſe : For both her Huſband and ſhe, were effectually reached and con- 
vinced by the Force and Energy of George Fox's Teſtimony,” which hadwrought 
ſuch a Change in the High-Sheriff, that he himſelf, the next Market-day, went 
into the Streets, and preached Repentance to the People. Some others alſo in 
that Town found - themſelves under the like Concern, This Sheriff lodged 
G. Fox in his own Houfe, entertaining him courteouſly ; but the Mayor, and 
ſome other Magiſtrates, were the more incenſed againſt him, ſo that they cauſed 
him to be taken from the Sheriffs Houſe, and ſent to the Common-Goal, 
where he remained Priſoner a conſiderable Time. 

After his Releaſe from that Impriſonment, he went into the Place of publick 
Worſhip at Mansfield-Woodbouſe, and there declared the Teſtimony of Truth to 
the Prieſt and People ; but his Chriſtian Love met with unkind Reception, 
for the People fell upon him, and ſtruck him down, almoſt ſmothering him, 
for they beat and bruiſed him cruelly with their Hands, Sticks, and Bibles; 
then they dragged him out, ſcarce able to ſtand, and put him in the Stocks, 
where he fat ſome Hours; and they brought Whips, threatning to whip him: 
After ſome Time they took him to a Knight's Houſe, where were many 
Magiſtrates, who ſeeing how ill he had been uſed, after ſome Threatning, ſer 
him at Liberty: But the rude People again aſſaulted him, and ſtoned him out

After this the Storm of Perſecution, in this County, ſeemeth to have ceaſed 
for a conſiderable Time; ; ſo that we have no farther Accounts of Sufferings 
here, till 

ANNO 1676. When it appeared, that the Quietneſs and Eaſe, for ſome 
Time enjoyed, was not owing to the favourable Diſpoſition of the Juſtices, but 
rather to ſome Reftraint put on them by thoſe in higher Authority, which 
being again removed, they returned to their accuſtomed Severity, and cauſed 
many Diſtreſſes to be made on the Goods and Chattels of their harmleſs 
Neighbours for conſcientiouſly reſorting to their religious Aſſemblies; for on 
the 16th of the Month called April this Year, upon Information of a Meeting 
at Hucknall, the Pariſh-Officers came and took from Jobn Bullivant, a Mare 
and other Goods, worth 3/. He was a poor Nailor, no Houſe-keeper, but 
dwelt in his Shop : The Juſtice, Thoroton, judged him to be extremely poor; 
and therefore ordered the Officers to take all he had, the Coat from-his Back, 
the Hat from his Head, and the Hammer which he work'd with. From Richard 
Bateman, another poor Man, they took moſt of the Goods he had, worth 
about 405. but fold by them for 35. 64. They alſo took the Goods of 
William Clay, of 405. Value, and fold them for 105. being urged thereto 
by the Juſtice, who ſtrictly charged them to ſell the Goods for what they could 
get, though they fold 10 J. worth for 305. and becauſe they did not fell the 
Goods within a limited Time, he fined the Conſtables 45 J. each, and made

hang d; adding, that they were as bad as Highwaymen ; and ſaid, be hoped the 
King would take away Juries, for this, ſaid he, will not do. Thus Sayton was 
acquitted, and the = diſmiſt, to make Room tor another more agreeable 
to the Purpoſes of the Court.

By ſuch partial Proceedings of the Juſtices, Informers were encouraged, and 
took little Regard to their Aſſertions, ſeeing their moſt groundleſs Teſtimonies 
were accepted for inconteſtable Truth, and all Proceedings againſt them were 
ſo manifeſtly diſcountenanced. However, in one notorious Piece of Deceit they 
were detected: The Caſe was this: On the 26th of November 1676, certain 
Informers came to a Meeting at Blythe, and finding no Preacher there, reſolved 
to make one. So they came out again, and pac nah with their Aſſociates ; 
one of whom, Edward Butterworth, goes into the Meeting, and demurely 
ſeats himſelf there, till the Informers came again: Then Butterworth ſtood up, 
and ſaid, Bleſſed are the Peacemakers, with ſome other Words; upon which, 
Thomas Sharp, one of the Informers, lays hold on him, pulled him out of the 
Meeting, and delivered him to the Conſtable, who carried this pretended 
Preacher before Juſtice Sands, where Sharp appeared to make Intormation 
againſt him. But the Juſtice, obſerving the Fellow's Behaviour, ſuſpected him, 
and examined him, Where he lived? He anſwered, At Broughton, eight Miles 


from Lincoln, The Juſtice ordered him to be brought again next Day, when 


Sir Ralph Knight being alſo preſent, they again examined him, and he ſtill 
aſſerted that he lived at Broughton : Sharp, the Informer, being alſo examined

Upon this the Juſtices ordered Butterworth to find Sureties for his Appear- 
ance at Seſſions, or elſe, to be ſent to-Nottingham Goal, but as the Conſtable was 
conveying him thither, he made his Eſcape. About three Days after, he came 
to the Juſtices, and two of the Informers with him, Who were bound for his 
Appearance at Seſſions. But we do not find any farther Proceeding in this 
Atfair; tor though the Deception was clearly diſcovered, and the Per jury of 
Sharp the Informer, made manifeſt, yet the Juſtices let the Affair drop; for 
they were too favourable to ſuch groſs Offenders; as on the Contrary, when 
ſome Pariſh- Officers, either out of Compaſſion to the Poor, or Unwillingneſs 
to prejudice their Neighbours, were remiſs in executing Warrants, the Juſtices 
were very ſevere, as in the Caſe of one Creſſie, a Conſtable of Blythe, whom 
they fined 331 for omitting to execute a Warrant of Diſtreſs ; and for that Fine 
he had taken from him, two Cows and other Goods, worth 9. 45. 1 d. 

Thomas Farnſworth, John Birks, and Zachariah Bowers, for refuſing to Swear, 
when ſummoned to ſerve on a Jury at a Court-Leet, were fined, and had their 
Goods taken away.by Diſtreſs for the ſaid Fines. 3 hy \ 3 

We find not many Inſtances of Perſecution in this County after the Year 
1676, except that many Land-Owners, and Occupiers, had their Corn taken 
out of the Fields for Tithes; of which the Prieſts, and others, took large 
Quantities: The Value of the Tithes, ſo taken, with the Perſons Names from

In the Year 1689, Geruaſe Harriſon, of Lanham, was proſecuted in the 
Eccleſiaſtical Court for ſmall Tithes and Eafter-Offerings, at = Suit of Richard 
Bradley, Vicar of that Pariſh : The Parſon's pretended Claim was only for 
Trifles, via. For three Communicants 64. for ſix Calves 2 5. 2 d. for twenty 
five Lambs 65. 3 d. for Wool of thirty fix Sheep 6 5. for one Chicken 2 d. for 
Eggs at Eaſter 4d. for Hemp and Growth 3 d. For not appearing to 
anſwer to theſe Demands, which were rather fictitious than real, the poor Man 
was denounced Contrmacious ; and upon Certificate thereof to two Juſtices, 
they granted a Warrant, by which he was committed to Nottingham Goal, where 
he lay nine Weeks, two of which he was kept in the Dungeon. 


CO H A P. XXIX. 


OXFORDSHIRE. 


HE Doctrine of the Goſpel, and thoſe who, from a lively 
Experience of its Virtue in their own Converſion, are under a 
neceſſary Impulſe of Chriſtian Love, conſtraining them to publiſh 
it unto others, ever met with violent Oppoſition from formal 
Proteilors, aſſuming to themſelves, in an unconverted State, the Title of Chriſt's 
Miniſters, and attempting, for filthy Lucre's Sake, to intrude themſelves into 
an Office his Spirit has not qualified them to diſcharge. Hence proceeded 
the evil Treatment which the People called Quakers, at their firſt Appearance, 
underwent from the Students at Oxford ; whither, | 

ANNO 1654. In the Month called June, Elizabeth Heavens and Elizabeth 
Fletcher, two North-Country Women, came under a religious Concern to 
exhort the Inhabitants of that Place, and the Scholars in their Colleges, to 
Repentance and Amendment of Life. Their Labour of Love was rejected by 
the Scholars, and their Chriſtian Advice met with inhuman Returns of Deſpight, 
and Cruelty. The Students, hating Reproof, fell to abuſing the innocent 
Women, and drove them by Force to the Pump in Jobn's College, where 
they pump'd Water upon their Necks, and into their Mouths, till they were 
almoſt dead : After which they tied them Arm to Arm, and inhamanly 
dragged them up and down the College, and through a Pool of Water, and 
threw Elizabeth Fletcher, a young Woman, over a Grave-ftone into a Grave, 
whereby ſhe received a Contuſion on her Side, from which ſhe never recovered, 
but died not long after. A few Days after this, the ſame Women went to one 
of the Places of publick Worſhip, and after the Prieſt had done, one of them 
began to exhort the People to the Practice of Godlineſs: But two Juſtices of 
the Peace, who were preſent, ordered them immediately to be ſent to Bocardo, 
a Priſon ſo called, where they uſe to put Felons and Murderers. Next Day

Then being 
aſk'd, What was their Rufineſs as Oxford ? They replied, that They were com- 


manded of the Lord 10 come thitber. Being aſked, What they came to-do ? 


They anſwered, To declare againſt Sin and Ungodiineſs, as Pride, Covetonſneſs; 
Luft, and all Manner of Szlf-Righteouſneſs, and falſe Worſhip; which both Prieſts 
and People lived in, contrary to the Commands of God. Then being aſk'd, How 
they knew they were called of God ? They replied, They knew the Voice of God, 
and that they were called of bim. Then the Vice-Chancellor, who was the chief 
Actor againſt them, charged them, that they blaſphemed the Name of God, and 
did abuſe the Spirit of God, and diſhonour the Grace of Chriſt ; and then aſk'd 
them, M betber they read the Scriptures ? They ſaid, They did. Then he aſk'd 
them, Whether they were not obedient to the Power of the Magiſtrate * They 


anſwered, They were obedient to the Power of God, and to the Power, as it was 


of God, their Souls were fubjeft for Gonſtiente-ſake. Well, ſaid the Vice-Chancellor, 
you profane the Word of God, and I fear you know not God, though you talk ſo 
much of bim. Then the Women were ordered to withdraw, while the Magi- 
ſtrates conſulted together. At length, their Sentence was drawn up in Writing, 
which was, That they ſhould be Whipt out of the City. Now it was the Cuſtom 
there, before any ſuch Sentence or Corporal Puniſhment was executed, that the 
Mayor did ſign and put the Seal of his Office to the Order; which in this 
Caſe he refuſed to do, becauſe he could not in Conſcience conſent to a Sentence 
he thought undeſerved. But ſo eager were the Vice-Chancellor, and ſome others, 
that they told him, F be would not fign their Sentence, they would execute it 
without bim. And ſo they did, and gave Orders that the poor Women ſhould 
be ſeverely whipt next Morning, which was accordingly done, though the Con- 
ſciouſneſs of their Innocence did fo move the Heart, even of the Executioner, that 
he performed his Office with a manifeſt Reluctancy. But their Perſecutors 
would be obeyed, and had their Order executed with Severity. The Women 
endured their grievous Sufferings with Chriſtian Patience, in no wiſe murmuring 
or Complaining, ſo that their meek and patient Behaviour was very affecting 
to many of the ſober Inhabitants, who obſerving the Innocence of their Teſti- 
mony, attended with ſuch ſurprizing Demonſtrations of the Patience of Saints, 
acknowledged them as Servants of the Living God, and in much Love and 
Tenderneſs accompanied them out of the City. | 

For bearing the like Chriſtian Teſtimony, againſt Vice and Superſtition,

At another Time Jeremy Hayward, and Laurence Wilier, for ſpeaking to 
the Vice-Chancellor in the Street, probably in Reproof of his perſecuting Diſ- 
poſition, were committed to the County Goal. Laurence was releaſed again 
within a few Days, but the other continued there thirty three Weeks. 

In this Year alſo, Anne Aukland, declaring againſt falſe Worſhip at Banbury, 
was ſent to Priſon, under a Charge of Blaſphemy ; but upon Trial at Seſſions, 
was cleared of that Accufation : Yet the Jury brought her in Guilty of a 
Miſdemeanour, in calling the Miniſter a falſe Prophet. A Reflection, never more 
offenſive, than where moſt deſerved. Thomas Cole, for going to hear her Trial, 
and ſtanding in Court with his Hat on, was fined ;7. and ſent to Priſon. 

ANNO 1655. For the like pious Zeal, and religious Declarations of the 
Truth at the publick Aſſemblies in Banbury, were impriſoned, William Simpſon, 
Thomas Marſhall, Nathanael Ball, and Nathanael on, who was confined 
eleven Months, and afterwards had his Goods taken away to the Value of 31. 
for about a Mark demanded by the Goaler for his Fees.

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Sarab Timms, in the Grave-Yard- at Banbury, exhorted the Prieſt 10 fear 


off his Hat; by which he diſcovered his own Pride and Wrath, and how 
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the Lord : For which Ghriſtian Exhortation, ſome of her Hearers knockt her 
down, and ſtruck her violentiy. The Mayor and Magiſtrates, who were pre- 
ſent, inſtead of reſtraining them from offering ſuch illegal Abuſes, ſent the 
innocent Woman to Priſon, where ſhe lay half a Year. Alſo Jane Waugh, for 
bearing her Teſtimony. to the Truth, and againſt Deceit, in the Market- place 
at Banbury, was impriſoned five Weeks: As were Mary Coats and Mary ; 294 
prey, for reproving the V ices of the Mayor and Magiſtrates there; the former 
was releaſed the ſame Night, but the other detained eighteen Days 
Jabn Shackerly, for ſpeaking to a Prieſt, at Oxford, ſome diſpleaſing W 
was by his Means ſent to the City Priſon, and there detained ſeven Weeks. 
And at another Time, for the like Offence againſt the V ice-Chancellor,- he 


was impriſoned twenty eight Weeks. | 


ANNO 16456. . Heſter Biddle, of London, was impriſoned at Banbury for 
ſome zealous Reprehenſion uttered againſt the Mayor and Magiſtrates there. 
ANNO 1657. In this Year Alexander Harris was impriſoned for Tithes, 
on two Actions; one at the Suit of a Prieſt, the other of an Impropriator: 
After three Years and an Half Impriſonment, he was taken ſick, and his Caſe 
being repreſented to his Proſecutors, they had Compaſſion on him, and having 
made ſufficient Proof of the Man's Sincerity, were not willing he ſhould die 
under Confinement at their Suit, and therefore freely and generouſly diſcharged 
him. But their Deputy afterward took the Corn off his Ground for the Tithe, 
Annually, in what Quantities they pleaſed. ww Ho 

About the Middle of the Month called February this Year, William Cole, of 
Charlbury, proſecuted in the Exchequer for Tithes, was ſent to Priſon for refuſing 
to give in his Anſwer upon Oath. Being there, he was charged alſo: with an 
Action for Tithes, by an Impropriator; at whoſe Suit he was detained; in Pri- 
ſon till he died, a faithful Witneſs againſt the Antichriſtian Oppreſſion of 
Tithes. The ſame Impropriator took from him alſo, while in Priſon, Goods 
worth 20. tor 51. demanded. 

Thomas French, of Upper-Norton, was alſo impriſoned at the Suit of William 
Thomas, a Lawyer, and Renter of Tithes; and for a Demand of but 115. for 
Tithes, ſuffered two and forty Months Impriſonment. y 

ANNO 1658. In this Year, Richard Kite of Upper-Norton, Margaret 
Freebody of King's Hutton, Richard Betteris, and Hannah Alcock, were at ſeveral 
Times impriſoned for their Chriſtian and religious Exhortations and Reproots, 
given to the Prieſts and People on various Occaſions : For which Caule alſo, 
Bathia Haſlewood, of Borton, was ſtoned, and othewiſe evilly treated by the 
Populace at Cropſody, the Prieſt looking on, and laughing at the Wickedneſs 
of his Hearers. 

There were, in theſe Times, ſome Men advanced to the Office of Magi- 
ſtrates, ſo extremely fond of Perſonal Homage, as to proſecute and impriſon 
Men for the Omiſſion of that, which no Law required : Hence it was that 
Simon Thompſon and Nathanael Knowles, meeting William Fines, otherwiſe called 
Lord Say, and not paying him the cuſtomary Ceremony of the Hat, were by 
him ſent to Oxferd Goal, and detained two Months. At the next Seſſions, he 
cauſed them to be ſent to the Houſe of Correction, and derained there near 
eight Months, the ſaid Nathanael Knowles being ſeveral Times cruelly whipt, 
and otherwiſe ill uſed. Likewiſe Ellis Hookes, going to viſit his Mother, then 
reſiding at the Houſe of Sir William Waller at Stanton- Harcourt, becauſe he did 
not pay the Knight and his Lady the Hat-honour, and cuſtomary Compli- 
ments, was by them, and their Servants, beaten and abuſed : And by their 
Influence, his own Father was ſo incenſed againſt him, that he turned him 
out of Doors. DYE! 

It ſo happened about this Time, that Richard Farnſworth, walking with one 
of his Friends up Banbury-Street, met the Mayor, and a Juſtice of the Peace 
named William Allen: The Juſtice looking very angrily upon Richard, {truck 
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little he merited the Homage he looked for. After this the Mayor and Juſtier ſent  OXFORD-, 
for. Richard, and committed him to Priſon. Next Day; when their Pride and * 
Paſſion were a little abated, they ſent. tor him, and told him, F be whuld: pay 1658. 
the Goaler's Fees, and promiſe to g out of | Town that Might, he. ſhowld. haue bis — 
Liberty. But he would promiſe nothing ; knowing that they had committed render of 
him illegally. Wherefore to cover their unlawful Procedure, they tendred him tbe 0arb. 

the Oath of Abjuration, which his Refuſing to take furniſhed them with a Pretext 

for his Recommitment to Priſon, where he lay about ſix Months. In like 

Manner Jane Waugh, after five Weeks illegal Confinement, was recommitted 

by an Order of Seſſions, for refuſing to take the Oath of Abjuration. 

About the ſame Time James Wagſtaff," of Banbury, was fined 405; by the 

Mayor for refuſing to Swear, and his Goods were taken away by Diſtreſs. for

In this Year alſo, William Potter, of Tadmarton, had his Horſe taken from Diſtreſſes for 
him for riding to a Meeting on the/Firſt-day of the Week, for a ptetended Meeris“. 
Fine of 105. for Sabbath - break ing. After Half a Year's keeping, they fold 
the Horſe for 3 l. and returned nothing to the Owner. In like Manner the Son 
and Daughter of William Burroughs, of Geydon in Warwickſhire, going to Ban- 
bury Meeting, had two Horſes taken from them worth 127. which were fold 
about Half a Year after, and nothing returned to the Owners. Alſo Thomas 
Palmer and Richard Mills, coming to a Meeting at the fame Place, had two 
Mares taken from them worth 31. Likewiſe William Polier and Simon Thomp- 

/on, for being at a Meeting in Broughton, were by the Lord Say committed to 

Oxford Goal, and there detained twenty five Weeks. So furious a Zealot againſt 

the Quakers was this Lord Say, that for no other Cauſe than their being ſuch, per ſecuing 
he arbitrarily and illegally forced the ſaid Simon, Thompſon and Fobn Parſons, two  Dijp;frtion 
of his Tenants, out of their Houſes, had their Goods thrown into the Street, ef tbe Lord 
and obliged them, their Wives, and ſeven Children, to lie in the Streets three 52- 
Weeks in a cold wet Seaſon ; and their Goods were much damnified,}; / 

Chriſtopher Birkhead of Briſtol, and George Baily of Landon, going to viſit Yiſters of 
their Friends in Banbury Goal, were for their Chriſtian Charity, by the Mayor's Priſoners 
Order there detained ; the Former three Days, and the Latter ſeveral Weeks. impriſoned.

At the Quarter Seſſions in the Month called 7uly, on Endeavours were 
uſed to have found him and others, preſent at the ſame Meeting, namely, 
Thomas Budd, Wilkam Boatman, Jobn Pitman, John Dando, Chriſtopher Pittard, 
George Taylor, John Collins, Samuel Clothier, Richard Adams, Jobn Clothier, 
Faſper "Batt, [Robert Waſtfield, Henry Gundry, Edward Taylor, and Arthur 
Gundry, guilty of a Riot : But thoſe Attempts were fruſtrated by the con- 
curring Teſtimonies of all the Witneſſes produced againſt them, unanimouſly 
agreeing, that all the Quakers were unarmed, and did not make any Reſiſtance. 
Wherefore the Juſtices tendred the Oath of Abjuration to Thomas Salthouſe, 
and for refuſing to take it, fined him 5/. At the ſame Seſſions Chriſtopher 
Bacon was fined 51. for appearing there with his Hat on. The like Fine was 
alſo at that Seſſions impoſed on Thomas Loſcomb, who being choſen Surveyor, 
had been then impriſoned ſeveral Months for refuſing to ſwear to execute that 
Office; being thus fined, he was committed to Priſon for Non- payment. 

Faſper Batt and John Pitman, both of Street, were fined 205. each, for re- 
fuſing to take an Oath when tendred them at a Court-Leet. 

George Taylor and his Wife, 7 0. on the Firſt-day of the Week to Puddi- 
more Meeting, had one of their Horſes taken away; and on the ſame Day of 
the next Week, paſſing thither again through 7{heſter, had their Mare taken 
away with Saddle, Pillion, and Bridle. In like Manner Chriſtopher Pittard's 
Horſe was taken from him as he was riding to the fame Meeting : At which 
Meeting the Juſtices, Hunt and Cary, being informed that Thomas Budd's Wife 
was preſent, they granted their Warrant for levying io's. upon her Huſband's 
Goods. About the ſame Time Chriſtopher Bacon, of Sutton, going to Puddi- 
more Meeting, by the Way went to viſit his Friends in 1cheſter Goal, where 
he was taken by the Watch; after three Days Detention there, he was ſent to 
Priſon, where he lay three Months, till the Seſſions; at which he was fined ; 7. 
for not taking off his Hat, and recommitted. For the ſame Cauſe alſo, James 
Hobbs, of Walton, a ſubſtantial Yeoman, being ſummoned to the Quarter 
Seſſions, was fined 51. and for not paying it, recommitted to Priſon, where 
he had been ſix Months before for retuſing to Swear when called to ſerve upon 
a Jury. | 
| in this Year alſo, John Collins and Samuel Curtis, coming to a Meeting at 
Hinck-church, had their Horſes taken from them. Jobn Collins's Horſe, confeſſed 
to be worth 7 l. was fold for 505. of which when they offered to return him 40s. 
he refuſed to accept it, being unwilling to ſhew any Compliance with their

About this Time it happened that Elizabeth Tycker, ky zealous : Woman of 
Imiſter, went to the Houſe of James Strong, Prieſt of that Place, and. ex- 
horted him in the Name of the Lord, To give over deceiving the Peaple, where 
be was ſet up and owned as @ Miniſter, an no longer to make. a. Prey upon 
the Innocent by bis covetous Pratices. | The Prieſt, angry at, Reproof, thruſt her 
out, and ſhut the Door after her, before ſhe had fully expreſt her Mind: Where- 
fore ſhe again attempted to have ſpoken to him in the Stee le-houſe after his 
Sermon, but he would not hear her. She went again to his Houſe, two Women 
of that Town, Anne Wilmet and Joane Giles, accompanying her, and began 
to ſpeak to him, but was thruſt down Stairs by ſome of his Company, and 
much hurt. The Prieſt, to avenge himſelf on theſe three Women, formally 
ſwore the Peace againſt them, declaring on Oath, that he went in Fear of his 
Life from them; upon which they were committed to Priſon, and at the 
next Aſſizes, refuſing to ſubmit to the Prieſt, whom they ſaid, they had not 
injured, were fined one of them twenty Pounds, and the other two twenty 
Marks each, and for Non-payment ſent back to Priſon, where they remained 
thirteen Months. | 11 

John Evans, of Engleſcomb, a Man of a conſiderable Eſtate, was taken Þ as 
a Vagrant at Wells, but eleven Miles from Home, and carried before a Jultice 
of the Peace, who, becauſe he appeared before him with his Hat on, committed 
him to Priſon, where he lay about four Months. "AT WES os 1 

Katharine Evans, Wife of the ſaid Jobn Evans, publickly exhorting the 
People to Repentance in the Market-place at Saliſlury, was, by the Mayor's 
Order, tied to a Whipping- poſt in the Market, and there whipt by a Beadle, 
who doing his Office was obſerved to tremble much: After which ſhe was ſent 
out of Town with a Paſs. She returned thither in the next Month, and ex- 
horted the People as before: The Mayor then ordered her to Bridewell, and 
to be put in a cloſe naſty Place, called the Blind-bouſe, where two Madmen had 
lately died, with a Charge to the Keeper that none of her. Friends ſhould come 
to her, and that ſhe ſhould have no Food but what ſhe earned in that Place, 
which yet was too dark to ſee to work in. This was a kind of Egyptian 
Cruelty. While ſhe lay there, the Magiſtrates were conſulting to have her 
whipt- again, when one of them, Colonel beat, zealoufly oppoſed it, and 
told the Mayor, They might as well have whipt the Woman of Samaria, that 
brought the glad Tidings into the Town. This put a Stop to their Proceeding, 
ſo that after ſome Time of Impriſonment in that naſty Place, they privately 
ordered her to be ſent out of the Town, 

Tobias Daniel, of Keinſham, went into the Steeple-houſe there, and after their 
* Worſhip was over, uttered a Chriſtian Exhortation to the People, for which 
ne was ſent to Priſon, but at the Seſſions was acquitted from an Indictment laid 
againſt him for diſturbing the Prieſt in his Office, to whom he had neither dane 
nor ſaid any thing. ! | 

William Willey, of Nayſley, ſtanding ſtill in the Steeple-houſe there, was 
violently pulled out by the Prieſt himſelf, and next Day ſent to Zcheſter Goal 
by a Warrant from Juſtice Cole; who allo about the ſame Time committed 
Edith Mitchell, of Barrington, to Priſon, for ſpeaking to the Prieſt and People 
there. This Juſtice Cole was ſo virulent againſt the Quakers, that when a 
Sheep- ſtealer was brought before him, he ſpake to him thus; I will ſend you 
to Goal to the Quakers, and you ſhall go to the Gallows together. But he, who 
made ſo light of other Men's Lives, enjoyed his own not long, for ſhortly 
after, being ready dreſt to go out on a Journey, he was ſurpriz d with ſudden 
Sickneſs, and died the ſame Day. 

For the like Chriſtian Exhortation given to the Prieſt and People, Mary 
Haſel, of Whitchurch, was impriſoned at [cheſter four Months, and Samuel 
Scott, of Puddimore-Milton, was ſet in the Stocks there two Hours: Alſo the 
- aforeſaid 
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aforefaid Katharine Evans was much abuſed by the rude People, at the Inſtigation 
of the Prieſt at Warminſter, and had her Clothes torn off her Back. 
William Wookey, of Eaſt-Liddiford, after the Prieſt had ended his Sermon 
there, ſpake to him ſome Words of Reproof; for which he was, by two 
Juſtices preſent, ſent to Nebeſter Goal, and at the next Seſſions at Taumon, was 
Eee to Bridewell for. five Months, as an idle, led, diſorderiy Perſon, a 
Diſturber of the Peace of the Commonwealth, for breaking the Laws, and ſpeak- 
ing againſt the Miniſters of the Goſpel. But what Right this Prieſt, whoſe Name 
was Themas Horſey, had to that honourable Appellation of Miniſter of the Gof- 
pel, and with what Kind of Juſtice the Commiſſioners in thoſe Days for eject- 
ing ſcandalous Miniſters, did proceed, the Reader may judge by the following 
Account of him, viz. When he came to Eaſt-Liddiford, he had a Living at 
« Barton, a Mile or two from thence, where he ſo behaved himſelf, that ſome 
« of his Pariſhioners preſented him before the Commiſſioners, and exhibited 
« Articles againſt him for being a Drunkard, a Quarreller, a Railer, a Malig- 
« nant, contemnins Authority, and vilifying Als of Parliament, a conſtant 
« Gameſter, a Prophaner of the Lord's Day, a Breaker down of Fences, an 
« Encourager of idle, looſe Liars, and Swearers, a falſe Swearer, an abuſive 
« Man in Language, with much more.” There were ſeven and thirty Wit- 
neſſes ready to give Evidence againſt him: The Prieſt well knowing that his 
Manners would not bear ſuch a Scrutiny, before his Trial came on, ſurrendred 
his Living into the Commiſſioners Hands, and fo the Proſecution dropt, The 
Commiſſioners immediately placed him in the Parſonage of Eaſt- Liddiford, then 
vacant, and that of Barton, which he had reſigned, being alſo void, they 
appointed him to officiate there, and to be paid Weekly. Thus the Man, 
whoſe Merits had brought him to the Brink of Ejectment trom one Living, was 
preferred to the Profits of two, by the Partiality of the Commiſſioners. 
William Stone, of Shapwick, ftanding ſtill in the Grave-yard there, while the 
Prieſt was fpeaking at the Interment of a Perſon deceaſed, was ſtruck ſeveral 
Times by the Prieſt with his Fiſt or Book, and becauſe he could not excite 
his more civil Hearers to abuſe their inoffenſive Neighbour, he was angry, and 
obtained a Warrant from a Juſtice of the Peace to bring Stone before him, for 
the Juſtice wanted not Will to have obliged the Prieft, by perſecuting the 
naker, but could not find any colourable Cauſe to proceed againſt him, 
wherefore he diſmiſs'd him with threatning Words. Among thoſe who about 
this Time alſo ſuffered for teſtifying againſt the Hireling Prieſts, were Edward 
Taylor of Street, John Wall of Edington, and Robert Giles of Ilmiſter. - Likewiſe 
Jobn Anderdon, of Bridgwater, for teſtitying againſt Superſtition and falſe Wor- 
ſhip, was puſh'd out of the Steeple-houſe there by Robert Holcomb, the Pariſh- 
Clerk, who ſaid, hat John Anderdon had been among Witches, And the Wife 
of one Andrews, a zealous Preſbyterian, ſaid, that John Anderdon was turned 


from God to the Devil: An Expreſſion heard and reſented by his Neighbours, 


who knew his upright Character and Converſation, and it was by them re- 
marked, that the Woman, after that Expreſſion, ſoon fell into a languiſhing 
Condition, pined away and died. 

Anthony Tucker, of Ugborrow in Devonſhire, going homeward from London, 
was taken at Sanford-Arundel, and by a Juſtice of that Place ſent to Taunton 
Bridewell, where he was kept three Weeks. Thomas Briggs and Jobn Braith- 
wait, who came many Miles to viſit one of their Friends in Priſon at cheſter, 
were unmercitully beaten by the wicked Goaler, and not ſuffered to come in; 
Samuel Scott alſo, who went with them to the Goal-door, was much abuſed; 
as was allo John Scafe. 

At BaTHn, Nicholas Jordan, Jane Murford, Fobn Evans, and Katharine his 
Wife, with others, as they paſſed to and repaſſed from the Goal, were aſſaulted 
and abuſed by the Rabble in the Streets, who ſaid, They were ordered by the 
Mayor to uſe them jo, becduſe they were Quakers. In like Manner, John 


Slade, was grievouſly abuſed as he was travelling quietly on the Highway,

ANNO 1663. We have ſeveral Times before mentioned Thomas Horſey, 
Prieſt of Zaft-Liddiford, a Man no leſs furious in Zeal for the Church, than 
immoral in his Converſation. This Man had a Son named Jobn Horſey, a 
ſober young Man, who having ſerved an Apprenticeſhip at London, was there 
convinced of the Truth of the Quakers Principles: He came into the Country 
to viſit his Father and Mother, but his Father refuſed to entertain him, and 
turned him out of Doors, with terrible Threatnings. Soon after, the young 
Man was under a religious Concern to go to the Steeple-houſe at Somerton, 
when his Father was officiating there, and to proclaim Repentance to him and 
the People; upon which his Father cauſed him to be apprehended and - ſent 
to {/cheſter Goal, about the 29th of the Month called March; and at the 
Seſſions uſed the utmoſt of his Endeavours to have perſuaded the Juſtices to 
ſend him to Bridewell, but they would not; for the impetuous Temper, and 
unnatural Cruelty of the Prieſt, inftead of provoking the Magiſtrates againſt 
his Son, excited their Compaſſion toward him, ſo that they ſet him at Liberty.

ANNO 1683. In the firſt Week of this Year, being the End of the 
Month called March, the Aſſizes were held at Taunton, to which Foane Combe, 
an ancient Widow of Gregory-Stoke, aged about ſeventy three, who had been 
committed to Priſon by Warrant from John Pyoit, High-Sheriff, on a Pre- 
ſentment for not going to Church, was brought in order to her Appearance 
before the Judges, but when there, was not called into Court. In her Return 
thence, with the Fatigue of the Journey, which the Infirmity of her Age could 
not ſuſtain, ſhe died at Creech, on the firſt of the Month called April 168 2. 
A virtuous Woman, of a cheerful and patient Diſpoſition, and though weak in 
Body, ſtrong in Spirit, and entirely reſigned to ſuffer for the Teſtimony of a good 
Conſcience toward God. 

At the ſame Aſſizes, the Priſoners repreſented the State of their Caſe to the

This Repreſentation, however Chriſtian and innocent, had no immediate 


Effect, though by ſuch Means the Auſterity of Perſons in Power was ſome- 
times rnollified. 


On the 4th of the Month called April, Sir Edward Philipps, a Juſtice, being ©; Crewk- 


informed of a Meeting at Crewkherne, ſent Officers to bring ſome of the Per- 
ſons met before him, The Officers went and deſired the Aſſembly to depart, 
which they were not free to do. Whereupon they deſired ſome of them to go 
and ſpeak with Sir Edward, and Richard Lincoln offered himſelf to go with 
them; he being acquainted with the Juſtice, expoſtulated the Caſe with him in 
Behalf of himſelf and his Friends, who continued their Meeting the uſual 
Time, and ended it peaceably: But by thus endeavouring to preſerve the 
Liberty of his Friends, he incurred the Loſs of his own, and was ſent to Priſon 
by a Mittimus in Form as follows, viz.

In the next Month, two Informers, one of them Clerk, the other Coach- 
man, to the Lord S/awel, convicted ſeveral of being at a Meeting at Long- 
Sutton, and procured their Maſter's Warrant, by which John Bull of Long- 
Sutton, for a Fine of 107. 5s. had two fat Oxen taken away worth 171.

H E firſt Inſtance of Perſecution in this County was that of Fohn Cruel Uſage 
Porter, a Man licenſed to ſell Wates up and down the Country. 4 b.barous 
He being, on a Firſt-day of the Week, at the Houſe of Richard ag 6 of 
White in Wickhamſtyth, as he fat reading in a Book publiſhed by J“ Ferter. 
one uf his Friends, Edward Harvey, a Juſtice of the Peace, came in with a 
Conſtable, and ſnatcht the Book out of his Hand, faying, Du Rogue, what 
will you not pull off your Hat to the Protector? You are a ſeducing Fellow, and read 
ſeducing Boots: You ſhall be bound io appear at the Seſſions, or go to Priſon. 
Accordingly he gave Bond, and did appear at the Seſſions, where the Majority 
of the Juſtices, at the Perſuaſion of the ſaid Juſtice Harvey, ſeemed determined 
againſt him: Harvey, an embitter'd Man, on this Occaſion turned Informer, Fuſtice turn 
and took his Oath, that ze ſaid John Porter did carry a Pack at his Back, and Iiformer. 
{old Quakers Books. Porter produced his Licenſe for travelling in the Way of 
his Trade, ſigned by five or ſix Juſtices and Officers, but the Court would 
take no Notice of it : They ſentenced him to be whipt ; which Sentence was 
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moſt executed on the Market- day at Mendigham, where the poor 
Man, tied by his Hands, was hung up on a Butcher's Spirket, till the ctuel 
Executioner gave him above twenty Stripes with a three corded Whip, ſo that 
the Fleſh 4 Skin hung in Flakes torn in pieces on his Back, a- miſerable 
Sight, exciting Compaſſion even in the Hard-hearted among the tors. 

On the goth of the Month called Judy 1655, George Whitebead, Jubn Har- 
wood, and Richard Clayton, paſſing through Buers, a Town in Suffolk, the ſaid

Thus was George Roſe impriſoned by a Mittimus aſſigning no Breach of Law, 
nor any Matter of Fact, as a Cauſe for requiring Sureties, nor indeed had he 
given any juſt Occaſion of Oftence, except his afk ing a Queſtion of the Prieſt 
of Stoke, atter his Sermon there, at which the Prieſt was diſpleaſed, and the 
Juſtice, to avenge the Parſon's Quarrel, took this extrajudicial Courſe to ſend 
the poor Man to Priſon.” The Mittimus indeed fays, that he confeſſed himſelf 
one called a Quaker, but that Confeſſion could be neither a legal, nor reaſonable 
Cauſe for his Commitment. | 

At the next Quarter Scſſions, held at Edmundſbury the gth of October, 
Whitehead, Harwocd, and Clayton, were indicted as Common Diſturbers of the 
* Magi//rates and Miniſters. The Juſtices who committed them were their 
ſole Acculcrs, and incenſed the others againſt them; and an ignorant Jury 
being impanelled, by Direction of the Court, preſently found them Gailty of 
the Indictment : W hereupon they were fined twenty Nobles each, and recom- 
mitted to Priſon till Payment. George Fox, of Chaſefield, commonly called 
Gecrge Fox the Younger, to diſtinguiſh him from the other of that Name, was 
preſent at their Trial, and obſerving the hard Treatment of the Priſoners, and 
eſpecially the Prejudice expreſſed by Juſtice Gurdon againſt them, and being 
troubled thereat, ſpake thus to the faid Juſtice as he was coming out of the 
Scſſions-houſe, viz. Repent of thy unjuſt Actions this Day, for otherwiſe thou canſt 
not eſcape the juſt Fudgments of God, Upon this Gurdon laid hold on him, and 
had him before the Bench, who demanded Sureties till the next Seſſions, which 
he not complying with, they ſent. him to Priſon with the others. 

On the 14th of the Month called Auguſt, Foſeph Laurence was committed to 
the County Goal at Ii eh, being charged with Railing againſt the Miniſters 
of God's Word, and calling the Werſbip of God, Babyloniſh. A Charge founded 
only on ſome caſual Words of his, who, when two Perſons came to him and 
demanded Tithe for the Prieſt, had ſaid, That he fbould not pay Tithes for the 
upbolding. of Baals Prieſt, or any Babyloniſh Worſhip. 

On the 22d.of November, Henry Marſhall, of Cambride ſhire, for ſpeaking a 
few Words to the Pricſt of Bexford, after his Sermon and Prayer were ended, 
was, by Order of Juſtice Gurdon, firſt ſet in the Stocks about an Hour, and 
then ſent to Edmundſbury Goal. At the next Quarter Seſſions he was indicted 


as a Peace-breaker, and fined twenty Marks; for Non-payment of which he 


was ſent back to Priſon : Thus he ſuffered a three-fold Puniſhment for one 
pretended Offence, viz. the Stocks, Impriſenment, and Fine. At the ſame Seſſions 
George Fex was called, but no Indictment was laid againſt him, nor did any 
Accuſer appear; yet the Court ſent him back to Priſon till another Seſſions, at 
which he was not called : Whereupon he aſked his Liberty of the Goaler, but 


he would not grant it, neither would he ſhew him any Order or Warrant for

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The Uſage of theſe five Priſoners at Zdmund/bury was very hard ; for they 
were lod in the common Ward among Felons, in a low Dungeon-like 
Place under the Market - houſe, with a damp Earthen Floor, where they lay 
upon Rye-ſtraw. The Goaler was alſo very angry with them, becauſe they 
contributed not to his A varice, nor would buy any of his Strong: liquors, as 
ſome of the other Priſoners did-; but theſe Perſons, were temperate, and drank 
only Water, by which he could gain nothing. Beſides, they frequently teſtified 
againſt the Drunkenneſs, Swearing, and other Diſorders in his Houſe, and re- 
proved him for his Hypocriſy, who, while he ſuffered ſuch Things, made great 
and high Pretences to Religion, he being a Member of a Preſbyterian Church, 
and would on the Day called Sunday, call his Priſoners together, pretend to 

ive them Inſtructions, and exerciſe a Kind of formal Devotion among them. 
hen G. Whitehead. told him of his Hypocriſy therein, his Fruits being ſo 
contrary, his Daughter ſaid, bat] do you call my Father an Hypocrite, who 
has been a Saint theſe: forty Years ? For theſe Cauſes he was exceedingly em- 
bitter d againſt them, that he did often ſtrike them on the Face, and 
grievouſly abuſe them both by Words and Actions: And the Tapſter, Turnkey, 
and other of his Servants, and ſome of the drunken Priſoners, encouraged by 
his Example, did frequently abuſe them with Blows, and ſometimes took away 
their Food and other Neceſſaries, ſaying, The Goaler gave them Leave ſo to do: 
And one of the Priſoners ſaid, F he killed them, be ſbould not be hang d for it. 
It would be too tedious to relate one Half of the Sufferings they underwent, 
which the Goaler and his Servants were ſo conſcious of, that they uſed their 
Endeavours to prevent its being known, by taking away from the Priſoners 
their Pen and Ink, and often prohibiting their Friends from coming to viſit 
them, pretending an Order 8 the Juſtices that none of them ſhould be 
admitted. Under this miſerable State of Captivity and tyrannical Uſage they 
continued many Months: The Manner of their Deliverance thence will be 
related in our Account of the next Year. 5 1 i 
In this Year alſo William Scaman, of Mendleſbam, and Elizabeth Lockwood, 
were committed to Tpſwich Goal, for ſpeaking to a Prieſt, after he had ended 
his Sermon in the Place of publick Worſhip at Mendleſbam. At an enſuing 
Seſſions Seaman was fined twenty Marks, and ſent again to Priſon, where he 
was cruelly uſed by Jobn Story, Goaler. In the ſame Year Henry Baker, of 
Thrandleſtone, going on the Firſt-day of the Week to a Meeting at Mendle-

George Harriſon and Stephen Hubberſty, two Preachers, came to the Houſe; of Harriſon an 


Anthony Appleby at Haverill ; they had not been long there before a Multitude 


of People beſet the Houſe, curſing, ſwearing, threatning, and throwing Stones 


at the Door till about Midnight. Next Morning they  renew'd their Rage, 
ſwearing they would have theſe Men, or pull the Houſe down, not unlike the 
wicked Sodomites at the Door of Lot: At length with one Accord, they made 
an Onſet and broke the Gate to pieces, and. entring the Houſe, haled out the 
harmleſs Strangers, and deſperately beat and kickt them, driving them along 
the Street with halloeing and ſhouting, and ſtoned them beyond the Town's 
End. When Anthony Appleby ones to a Juſtice of the Peace of this 
Riot, and grievous Abuſe of his Friends, the Juſtice would not hear him, 
becauſe he had his Hat on, but ordered the Conſtables, that If any of that 
Perſuaſion came to Town, they ſhould bring them to bim to be puniſhed.

ANNO 1657. On the iſt of the Month called April, was a *

This Warrant was the next Day executed by. a, fooliſh Fellow, whom the 


Conftable had hired, who with a long ſharp Whip laid on unmerciſully, having 
neither Fear nor Wit to reſtrain him, till the People cried out to; ſtop him, 
ſo that George's Back and Breaſt were cut and wounded with many long bloody 
Stripes, the Marks whereof were ſeen a great While after. He was enabled 
to bear this rigorous Puniſhment with a Patience and Courage becoming his 
Chriſtian Cauſe, and his Spirit was ſo raiſed in the Inſtant of his Sufferings, 
that he ſang Praiſes aloud to the Lord, who had counted him worthy to ſuffer 
for his Name's Sake. After this cruel Execution, he was conducted the ſame 
Day on his own Horſe, by the Conſtable and others, to Sudbury, and from 
thence to Clare-and Haverill, the Officers, to whom the Warrant was directed, 
admiring to ſee a young Man ſo well habited, and on. ſo good an Horſe, paſs'd 
as a Vagrant. On the Edge of Cambridg ſbire, his innocent Appearance ſo 
wrought on the Conſtable, that he gave him up the Warrant, and bade him go 
his Way. So he returned to Halſted, Coggeſball, Colcheſter, Sudbury, and other 
Places in thoſe Parts, where the Report of his Suffering raiſed in the People a 
great Curioſity and Deſire to hear him, the Meetings were much frequented, 
and the Teſtimony of Truth greatly ſpread and prevailed. . 
In the Month of November, on a Firſt-day of the Week, was a Meeting at 
Hadleigb, to which the Mayor came, and aſked, Who was their Chief ? It was 
anſwered, The Lord is Chief among us. Whereupon he ordered his; Aſſiſtants to 
pull down George Rofe, who was preaching, and to take him away with- thirty 
ſix others, who were put into a Dungeon ſome Hours; after which, he de- 
manded 105. of each of them, which they refuſing to pay, eighteen of them 
were kept all Night in Priſon, and on the Morrow, being Market-day, they 
were all ſet in the Stocks. Roger Hawkins alſo ſuffered the like Puniſhment ſix 
Hours, for going to a Meeting but halt a Mile from his own Houſe : Alſo 
Anthony Kettle, of Edwardſtone, for the fame Cauſe, was puniſhed in the ſame 
Manner, — | 

William Seaman, of Bromfwell, for refuſing to Swear at a Court-Leet, was 
fined 205. and had his Mare worth 6/. taken away for that Fine. Some 
Time before this, Fob» Wateridge, being choſen Conſtable, and refuſing to 
take the uſual Oath of Admiſſion into that Office, was ſent to Priſon ; and 
upon his Diſcharge thence, the Goaler kept back a Cloak of his worth 405. 
for 45. 4d. demanded for Fees. | 

Richard Cooke and Thomas Wood were committed to Priſon, from the Seſſions 
at Edmundſbury, on a Preſentment for not reſorting to their Pariſh-Church at 
Aſhfield : And for the like Cauſe, Richard Chandler of Nayland, and Henry 
Clark of Mingion, were fined 25. 64. each. ;

As they were 
going thither they met Giles Grainger, againſt whom they had alſo a like 
Significavit for the fame Cauſe, and took him alſo to the ſame Priſon. Being 
there, they were alſo ſerved with a Seſſions Proceſs. The Goaler lodged them 
on a Bed where a Perſon had lately lain ſick of the Small- Pox, by Means 
whereof Giles Grainger took that Diſtemper, and died of it: His Wife coming 
to viſit him in his Sickneſs, was detained by a Seſſions Proceſs for the fame 
Cauſe as her Huſband. Giles was a poor Man, who rented a ſmall Farm of 
about 167. per Annum, himſelf and Wife being all his Family, except à Child 
of three Years old, which ſhe had left at Home. The ſorrowful Circumſtances 
of this poor Woman were fo far from being commiſerated by the Prieſt of the 
oppreſſion of Pariſh where ſhe had lived, that his Agents ſoon after took from her Corn to

From Edmund Bally they took a Mare, two Swine, and other Things, 4A peculiar 
worth 91, 10s. which Mare was the Property of another Perſon, and the ©4*+ 
Owner of her was adviſed by Council, to take Witneſs with him and demand 
his Mare, and if they refuſed to deliver her, he might take her where he 
could find her. He did fo, and finding her in a Paſture where the Conſtable 
and Informer had put her, took her Home.  Whereupon Juſtice Burwell iſſued

The Conſtables alſo broke open the Houſe of Mexander Cooke, cutting his 
Door in pieces. This was done by the Conſtables, at the Inſtigation of one 
Thomas Bally, an Informer, who, though as to his Perſon he was a very Cripple, 
took very much upon him, and acted with great Inſolence; for coming one 
Day to a Meeting, he ordered a Guard to be ſet at the Door, and directed 
his Aſſociates to bring the Stocks thither, and cauſed Anthony Hayward to be 
ſet into them: Being aſked, By what Authority he did ſo ? He anſwered, I am Inſolence of 
Warrant, I am Conſtable, I am Juſtice: myſelf. Informer.

He was a Man of great Parts and Literature, formerly 
a Pariſh Preacher at Lidd in Kent, but voluntarily relinquiſhed his Benefice of 
about 4007. per Annum, and joined in Society with the People called Baptiſts 
for ſome. Time, In the Lear 1633 he became convinced of the Truth as 
profeſſed by the People called Quakers, and through Obedience thereto became

of the Lord, not only in Exgland, but in other Countries. At Dunkirk in 


Flanders he had good Service in teſtifying againſt the Idolatry of the Prieſts 
and Friars, and in declaring Truth in the Engliſß Garriſon there. He afterwards 
travelled on Foot over the Alps to Rome, and bore a faithful Teſtimony 
againſt the Papiſts in that City. After his Return to Eng/and, in the four laſt 
Years of his Life, his Sufferings were very great, for in 1661 he was ſeveral 
Months a Priſoner in the Gate-houſe at Weſtminſter :- Soon after his Releaſe thence, 
he was apprehended paſſing the Streets, and ſent to Mood. ſtreet Counter, and 
after ſome Time had to Gud-hall, where refuſing to take the Oaths, he was 
committed to Newgate, and lay there about twelve Months, and in a ſhort 
Time after his Diſcharge, was taken again at Charlewood, and ſent to Priſon 
in Southwark, as is before related, where, after two Years Continuance, he reſted 
from his Labours, in perfect Peace with the Lord. and well beloved both by 
the Brotherhood and others, for as he excelled in Natural Parts and acquired 
Abilities, ſo was he exemplary for his Chriſtian Humility and Condeſcenſion, 
in Meekneſs inſtructing thoſe that oppoſed him, and inceſſantly labouring either 
by Word or Writing to ſpread and promote the Doctrine of Truth among the 
Children of Men. He died on the laſt Day of the Month called Auguſt 1665. 

IT. Joszen Fucs. He travelled in many Countries in the Work of the 
Miniſtry, and had an excellent Gift for the convincing of Gainſayers, being 
frequently exerciſed in Diſputes with Independent, Baptiſt, and other Preachers. 
A Man of a patient meek Spirit, and very laborious in the Work of the 
Miniſtry, whereunto God had called him. 5 | 

III. Joxn SHIELDS. He was taken out of a Meeting at Hor/lydown, and 
committed to Priſon to the White Lion in Southwark, where he remained a 
Priſorier till che Month called Auguſt 1665, and then finiſhed his Courſe, a 
faithful Witneſs for the Lord and his Truth. 

IV. Jonx FoTHERGILL. He was a faithful Miniſter and Labourer in 
the Work and Service of the Lord, was taken out of a Meeting of the 
Lord's People at Guilford, and was had before one called a Juſtice, who com- 
mitted him to Priſon to the White Lion in Southwark, and being twenty five 
Miles from London, and unwilling to put the Conſtable to ſo much Trouble as 
to guard him to Priſon, went by kim, the Conſtable giving him his Mittimus, 
and after he had remained there ſome Months in Priſon, he fell ſick of a Fever, 
and about the Month called Auguſt 1665, he finiſhed his Courſe, and was taken 
out of the many Troubles and Trials that the Righteous ſuffer in this World, 
and is now at Reſt for evermore.

As 10 Theophilus 
Green, though a Quaker, he is @ very honeſt Man, has been, and now is, an 
Overſeer of the Poor of the Pariſh of Batterſea, in whith Office he bus demeaned 
himſelf as uprightly and faithfully as any Man that has ſerved that Offite theſe 
twenty Years. And as to the Barge, upon its being bronght t# him, he immediately 
came and told ns of it, and tobere he had laid it, and that wwe might take it 
again if we would. Upon this Evidence the Grand Jury, being fully fatisfied, 
returned the Bill Ignoramus, and ſome of them knowing Theophilns well, and 
the Cauſe of his Proſecution, expreſt their Reſentment at Juſtice Foſter's Pro- 
ceedings : One of them in particular, Sir Richard How, adviſed Theopbilus to 
bring his Action againſt the Juſtice for Defamation and falſe Impriſonment:

This Prieſt came with an 8 to the Meeting, and 
took down the Names of the Perſons met, and n his Information the ſaid 
Samuel Lucas was fined 401. and for that Fine A akin from him four Cows, 
Wheat and Peaſe, to the Value of 44 l. 10s. The fame Prieſt afterward in- 
formed again, and cauſed the faid Samuel to be fined 101. for which the Prieſt 
himſelf went with the Officers to make Diſtreſs, but finding only a blind Horſe 
in the Stable, the Officers would have left him, as little worth, but the Prieſt 
ordered them to take him, knock him on the Head, and ſell his Skin. For 
Meeting at the ſame Place was taken from William Lucas, of Lamcoit, Barley 
worth 21. 10s. At the Time of making this Seizure, Richard Lucas, Brother 
of the ſaid William, was Overſeer of the Poor, and was required b the 
Conſtable to go with him to diſtrain his, Brother's Goods, which he refuſed to 
do, for which Refuſal he was fined, and had a Cow taken from him worth 405. 8 
Robert Buller, for Meetings there, ſuffered by Diſtreſs of Goods at ſeveral 
Times, to the Value of 101. 85. 8d. Alſo John Field, of Eatington, had a 
Cow and Barley taken from him worth 3 J. John Homlins, of Halford, Goods 
worth 6s. And from Adam Gibbs they took an Hat and Shirt worth 7 5s. 10 d. 
Jobn Wilſon, for a Fine of 5 5. had his Door broke open, and his Goods ſeized.

occurs to our Notice. It happened that one Fobn Mar/hall, of Ipſley died, and Fcclefaſt ical 
by his laſt Will appointed a Kinſman of his of the fame Name, dwelling at "prreſone 
Southwark in the County of Surry, his Executor, to take Care of his Effects ; 
for the Uſe of his only Child; the ſaid John Marſball, of Ipfley, while living, 
was excommunicated in the Biſhop of Worceſter's Court, for not paying 3 5. 64. 
toward the Repairs of the Pariſh-Church. After his Death, Fohn Moore and 
MWillinm Miles, Wardens of the faid Pariſh of Ipſſey, at whoſe Suit he had been 
excommunicated, got an Adminiſtration out of the Biſhop's Court for their 

Due of 35. 64. and the Court-Charges, and taking Advantage of 
the Executor's Abſence, ſeized and carried away a Mare worth 47. alſo two 
Calves, and as much Hay as was worth 10 J. All which being more than ſixty 
Times their original Demand, they detained from the Executor and Orphan 
who were juſtly intituled thereto by Law.
